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WALL-STREET SHAKEN UP 


PRICES TUMBLING FROM TWO 
TO FORTY POINTS. 

A BIG AND SUCCESSFUL RAID BY THE 
BEARS WHICH ALMOST ASSUMED 
THE PROPORTIONS OF BLACK FRIDAY. 

Conspiracies have a cash profit in them 
sometimes. A conspiracy of just that sort gave 

Wall-street a shaking-up yesterday. Russell 

Sage and Jay Gould were enriched by it. Cyrus 

W. Field and Henry §S. Ives were punished, and 

2 great big flock of lambs were slaughtered. 

Almost a panic ruled on the Stock Exchange. 
Market prices shrunk quickly and badly; shares 
by the thousand were thrown overboard; every 
influence that was worth exerting was at its 
tightest tension in behalf of the bears. The 
quotations tumbled from 2 to 40 points; 
scarcely a single security was safe; but the big 
declines and chief sensations were in the 

*Gould stocks.” Western Union fell down 7 

points; Missouri Pacific tumbled 13 points, and 

Manhattan Elevated had over 40 knocked off it. 

Rumors, the most glaringly sensational, 
boomed throuch the Street all day. Long before 
the market opened the bears were firing away 
with their tales of disasters about to beun- 
covered. All the exploded stories of further 
troubles in the financial circles of the West were 
brought out anew, and there were new on- 
slaughts on the credit of Boston and Philadel- 
phia. New-York banks were reported in trouble, 
and conspicuous Wall-street men had vague 
hints aimed at them suggestive of their insolv- 
ency. There was, however, no especial feature 
inthe opening business of the Stock Exchange. 

Orders were easily and quickly filled. There 


was no indication of the storm that was impend- 
ine. It was not long delayed, though. Allofa 
sudden up flew the price of money, and just as 
suddenly descended, a dozen yelling bear brok- 
ers on every prominent pool in the room. There 
was little resistance. In atrice every bull was 
on 2 dead gallop toward shelter; down tumbled 
the quotations, down, and down, and still down. 

*““Jay Gould has dropped dead in his office,” 
came out the brief announcement of the tape. 

Sinash went Missouri Pacific. 

“Cyrus W. Field has got into a hole; the banks 
are calling his loans; his bankruptey is immi- 
nent,” went shrill whispers around. 

Manhattan dropped like a plummet. . 

* Russell Sage fears a panic and bas shut up 
his office,” said the rumors, 

Tumbling went Western Union. 

“Henry 8. Ivesihas skedaddled,” was a later 
proclamation. 

And everywhere was disquiet, thickening fears 
of disaster in banks, in railway corporations, 
and in brokers’ offices. Nobody anywhere could 
get a denial of anything that was upsetting 
confidence. Finally Russell Sage was found, 
and a rank bear statement wds quoted from 
him, intimating that Jay Gould’s Manhattan 
stock had not been paid for. The bears had not 
@ single obstacle to their jubilee. This was the 
Way that Manhattan Elevated, the especial 
object of attack, acted under their assaults: 
Eleven thousand five hundred shares of stock at 
the opening sold at 15642.—“‘supporting orders” 
the whole lot; a one-hundred share sale began 
the break and knocked off a full point; 1,000 
shares sent it spinning down to 1494, and 19 
points were sent flying on the next saleof only 
a hundred shares; 400 more shares sent the 
price down to 120; some effort was made to 
cause a rally, but down sunk the price to 114—a 
loss of over 42 points, all in about 10 minutes, 
and on transactions wholly insignificant, so far 
as their amount might be counted. 

Yet while all this went on there was no such 
excitement or tumult on the floors of the Ex- 
change as ordinarily accompanies lesser raids. 
As soon as the fight was well under way there 
was little yelling done; brokers had too much at 
stake to cut up antics; teeth were firmly set; 
thousands and hundreds of thousands of dollars 
of profits or losses were swapped doggedly’and 
without the wild shouting that lately has 
heralded the decline or advance of a single 
eighth of 1 percent. The tickerin every broker- 
age office was surrounded by anxious and ex- 
cited _ speculators, who were by a large 
Majority deep in the dumps, for bulls 
Dave been @ good deal more abundant 
than bears lately in Wall-street. Telegrams 
eame fyingin from all over the country, bur- 
dened with excited inquiries adout the market’s 
condition and outlook. Hundreds of out-of- 
town orcers came directing the sales of stock. 
Not in Wall-street only, but all over the land, an 
impression seemed to be gaining strength that 
Black Friday was about to repeat itself. Floods 
of long stock poured out from investors’ boxes; 
paper profits were not only ended in smoke, but 
iosses ln many an instance of tremendous mag- 
nitude piled up against stockholders. Millions 
of new margins were called. 

Why the break? Everybody asked the ques- 
tion; nobody could give it any ‘answer. Only 
around went the whisperings about Jay 
Gould and Russell Sage and Cyrus Field 
and Henry 8. Ives. Only a mystery, but 
on down went the quotations as if there 
were nowhere a bottom that was. sub- 
stantial. The calling of big loans’was discov- 
ered. Up shot the price of money 5 and 10 per 
cent. at a leap, until at one time five-sixteenths 
of 1 per cent. per day was bid for loans—bidand 
refused. This did the work thoroughly, and be- 
fore the hour for closing came the bear leaders 
were satisfied with their day’s exploits, and be- 
gan arapid covering movement, which brought 
about a rally that sent most of the list up some- 
What, though on an exceedingly few stocks to 
anything like the point whence they had been 
knocked. Manhattan rose to 135. On 30 con- 
spicuous stocks there was a net decline during 
the day of between 4 and 5 points, but this 
was lessened considerably by the closing rally 
that the “shorts” themselves caused. 

Compared with the closing prices of Thursday, 
the greatest declines of the day were: Manhat- 
tan, 212; East Tennessee first preferred, 4; 
Cotton Oil, 3; St. Louis and San Francisco, 2; 
preferred, first- preferred, 5; Peoria, 113; 
Erie and Western, 244; preferred, 1%; North- 
west, 2148; New-York Central, 1144; Canada 
Southern, 1; St. Paul, 1; Lackawanna, 17; 
Reading, 1143; Jersey Central, 114; Western 
Union, 3; C.,C., C. and L, 1%; Oregon Trans- 
continental, 134; Missouri Pacific, 2; New-Eng- 
land, 119; Richmond Terminal, 25g; Texas Pa- 
cific trusts, 15,, 

But those figures do not give an adequate 
idea of the extent of the scoop. Taking the clos- 
ing prices of Thursday for comparison with the 
lowest prices of yesterday, these are the de- 
clines: Manhattan, 4219; Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy, 312; Canada Southern, 2%; Col- 
erado Coal, 343; C., C., Cc. and I, 38; 
Chicago, St. Louis and Pittsburg preferred, 5; 
Lackawanna, 5%; East Tennessee first pre- 
zerred, 419; Erie and Western, 4; preferred, 514; 
Michigan Central, 3; Missouri Pacific, 133; 
New-England, 512; Norfolk and Western pre- 
ferred, 3; Northwest, 410; Peoria, 333; Reading, 
3; Richmond Terminal, 7%3; Rock Island, 4; 
St. Louis and San Francisco, 712; preferred, 4; 
Tennessee Coal 59; Texas Pacific, 5%; Western 
Union, 753, and Wheeling and Lake Erie, 41s. 

When 3 o'clock arrived and the stock market 

was closed half of the rumors of ‘the day were 
epeedily and fully disposed of. Jay Gould 
turned up and denounced the statement, at- 
tributed to Russell Sage, that Gould’s Manhat- 
tan stock was being ecarriedin loans. Hse owed 
nobody a cent, said Mr. Gould; he was borrowg 
ing no money, and he was not dead. 
Cyrus Field, speaking for himself, denied that 
he was in what Wall-street had technically 
calied “a hole.” He had seer his big Manhattan 
fortune lose over a quarter of its value in the 
market, but he was “impressed that it would 
s00n get back to its old figures.” 

Russell Sage said he had been greatly aston- 
ished and saddened by the big day’s scoop. ‘“ It 
Was worse than Black Friday,” he said. He 
thought something ought to be done to ferret 
out what arch plotters had been at the bottom 
of the shameful thing, and when the guilty ones 
were found they ought to be severely punished. 

Henry 8. Ives insisted that he had not been 
caught. He had plenty of money. Every liabil- 
ity that he or his ** syndicate” had outstanding 
he was able to cancel at once and still have lots 
of money left. 

Itis no libel to say that there are people in 
Wall-street who do uot credit all these state- 
ments. Gould and Sage called loans by whole- 
sale. They did their level best to corner money. 
They tumbled basketfuls of stock on the mar- 
ket; the break was of their own designing—so be- 
lieves everybody who presumes to bave an inde 
pendent opinion in Wall-street. 1t was their 
own Western Union and Missouri Pacific and 
Manhattan that they used to slug the market 
with. And if they were not gunning after 
Cyrus Field every indication seemingly worth 
attention is all ' wrong. It has been an 
open secret this many a day that Gould and 
Sage do not love Field, tor alktheir speculative 
copartnership with him. Russell Sage is on 
record as predicting that a time was coming 
when ‘* Cyrus’s feet will go patter, patter, pat- 
ter’—Deacon Sage’s poetic.! description of 
Brother Field on adeadrun. Mr. Field, accord- 
ing to common fame, is loaded heavily with Man- 
hattan. Gould has beer a loaner of money to 
the Henry 8. Ives crowd, and he ‘ called” 
$8,000,000 yesterday. Though Gould has been 

advertised a good deai lately as apatron of Ives, 

and though the two have had yachting parties 

together, and though Ives has been recognized 
many Guarters as Gould’s chosen 
instrument for settling the big telegraph 
Wat through a Baltimore and Ohio 
deal, still close observers have not been misled 
into the idea that Gould was quite all that this 
theorizing popularopinion has suggested. When 
somebody remarked to Gould that Ives was a 
young man to be so conspicuous in Wall-street 
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Gould’s quiet observation was: “ Well, it often 
happens that Wall-street’s greatest financiers 
are young men. How old was Ferdinand Ward ?”” 
His relations with Ives were quite intimate 
enough to give him ‘information as to when and 
where the much-talked-about syndicate was 
weakest. And Jay Gould has a habit of utiliz- 
ing his information. If Ives and Fielé do pull 
through—or if, as it may be, they were not really 
imperiled by the terrific smash-up of the day— 
they will hardly be apt to feel under much obli- 
gation to Jay Gould and Russell Sage—unless it 
should prove to be true, as some people suspect, 
that Gould and Sage at the worst stage of the 
day’s affairs came to the assistance of Field and 
Ives and now hold the I O U billets of those 
gentlemen. 

Asis always the case after a day of unusual 
excitement in Wall-street, the corridors of the 
Windsor Hotel were crowded last night by 
brokers anxiously discussing the, situation and 
swapping theories about the probable future 
course of the market. The worst was over, it 
Was generally agreed; but so they said Thurs- 
day night, and an earthquake came. 

Jesse Seligman predicts that within the next 
few days it will be discovered that gold is on the 
way here from Europe. and that tight money is 
no longer a danger. Other bankers with foreign 
connections gave Mr. Seligman’s opinion indorse- 
mentsLarge loans on stock collateral were made 
after the market closed yesterday as low as 5 
and 6 per cent. 

The contingent that is always on parade as 
possessing ‘‘Gould information” were among 
the weariest citizens that this town can buast. 
Every one of them all was caught loaded up 
with stocks at top prices. Russell Sage and 
Jay Gould have slaughtered every one of their 
“friends,” as their hangers-on love’ to 
label themselves. Jay Gould offers as an 
excuse for his wholesale calling of loans 
that he thought stocks were cheap and he could 
use his money to better advantage in the market 
than he could by having it out on loans. That 
sounds well. People who are bullish love to 
hear that they have gained such a recruit, but it 
isn’t quite so cheering as it might have been if it 
had happened to come along before this same 
recruit had completely wiped them out. 

A conference of bear operators was held last 
night, lasting nntil a late hour. It was deter- 
mined to set afloat to-day, or on Monday, rumors 
of trouble’on the inside of a big New-York bank- 
ing institution. The gentlemen thought they 
would make the story sound just as wellas if it 
were all true. It is upon this belief that they sent 
a confidential messenger around announcing that 
the trouble is not yet all over. 

A conspiracy may pay sometimes; but it isn’t 
always profitable to pusha conspiracy too far. 
Lots of confident bears are still largely short of 
stocks. If money should suddenly be made easy 
somebody might get squeezed. Though to-day 
is a half holiday in Wall-street there will be 
mighty few oftices empty. 

During the height of yesterday’s panicky 
scoop a Wall-street friend of Irving A. Evans, 
the Boston broker, received this message: “I 
hope you do not think badly of Boston now. 
Every one has been trying to prick our so-called 
balloons, but ap to the present time everything 
is lovely, though a little tired. The room traders 
in our market go home short of stocks to-night, 
but they are not as happy as they were an hour 
ago.” 


CuicaGo, June 24.—The slump in stocks 
in the New-York market to-day revived the ex- 
citement of last week around the Board of Trade, 
and for an hour or twoin the morning brokers’ 
offices presented the same appearance that they 
did on the 14th of June, when the wheat deal 
collapsed. They were crowded with speculators 
and outsiders, whom the news of the semi-panic 
had brought to watch the blackboard. The 
business contributed to the Stock Exchange, 
transactions by Chicago was large, though not 
so heavy as might have been expected, for the 
reason that Chicago operators have not been 
trading extensively for the last few weeks, and 
were not heavily loaded. They were not caught 
in anything like tne condition they were in 
when the big drop of last December hap- 
pened. There was a general liquidation, but 
it, was not believed that any _ serious 
damage was euffered by any individuals. 
The losses were well distributed. A great many 
simall operators were carrying non-dividend 
stocks, known in brokers’ parlance as ‘“‘ cats and 
dogs.” This class of securities suffered severely 
in the decline, and the holders were generally 
forced to let go. Considerable Manhattan was 
held in Chicago. It is probable that a good 
share of it was sold on the big drop it made. 
Some very quick turns, which showed profits up 
in the thousands, were made by selling in the 
morning and buying back in the afternoon. 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—Secretary Fair- 
child said this afternoon, 1:30 o’clock,that he 
had arranged with Assistant Treasurer Canda, 
at New-York, to keep him informed of the con- 
dition of affairsin Wali-street, especially if any- 
thing serious should occur, but that so far he 
had heard nothing to cause any  par- 
ticular uneasiness. He said that the 
situation at this hour did not seem to require 
any assistance from the Treasury. He intimated 
very plainly that should a panic seem imminent 
he would authorize the prepayment of the in- 
terest due July 1 which would release about 
$9,000000. He also said thatif it should be- 
come necessary he would offer to redeem at 
once, without rebate, the $19,000,000 3 per 
cent. bonds maturing July 1. 


Boston, June 24.—There'thas been no such 
excitement in the Boston stock markét as is re- 
ported from New-York, and the range of stocks 
affected has been remarkably narrow. Atchison 
was the chief sufferer, and early in the day went 
off at a frightful rate. From 1153s it fell easily 
to 1145g, and then, when the tremendous drop 
in Western Union and Missouri Pacific came 
over the wires, Atchison went with a jump to 
112145. Brokers had plenty of orders to buy 
Atchison at a low rate, but for a time they were 
afraid to buy for persons of unknown strength. 
Later in the day this stock showed wonderful 
recuperative power, and recovered much of the 
early tumble. Wisconsin Central also suffered, 
and Atlantic and Pacific incomes fell off, but 
later recovered. The tone of the market at the 
close was very strong, with little sign of weak- 
ness in any direction. 


QUIET AT THE BANKS. 


NO RUN ON THE CHICAGO CONCERN AND 
NO EXCITEMENT IN CINCINNATI. 

CHicAGoO, June 24.—Matters were serene 
and tranquil at the American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank all day to-day. There was no sus- 
picion ofarun, no excitement, and nothing to 
indicate that the rumors afloat Wednesday and 
yesterday had reached a single depositor. The 
amount of money, $298,367, lost by the crash 
of the Fidelity National, of Cincinnati, will be 
covered into the bank by a special assessment 
against the stockholders, the majority of whom 
will be able to pay without feeling it 
in the least. Arrangements to make the assess- 
ment are already under way, and a meet- 
ing of the Directors will be held on 
Monday. or Tuesday for the purpose of 
earrying them out. The meeting would have 
been held earlier, but it happens that a 
majority of the Directors are out of the city. All 
of them have been notified that their immediate 
presence was desirable, and responses have been 
received from enough to justify the statement 
that nearly all of them will be here on Monday, 
when a 20 per cent. assessment will be voted. 

Representatives of most of the heavy creditors 
of Maurice Rosenfeld & Co. helda meeting this 
afternoon and appointed a committee to obtain 
from the firm a statement of its assets 
and liabilities and what it propos¢s to 
do for its creditors. The committee began 
its inspection of the affairs of the firm imme- 
diately. Rosenfeld & Co. promise to assist itin 
its work, and say they have not yet been able 
themselves to determine where they stand. 
Youries & Brearley, who went under when the 
wheat corner collapsed, have offered their cred- 
itors 33 cents on the dollar. 

CINCINNATI, June 24.—The affairs of the 
Fidelity National Bank have been conducted 
with quietness to-day. Mr. Trenholm, Controller 
of the Currency, is in charge, and has a 
few of the clerks of the bank em- 
ployed under his direction. He has not 
yet made the appointment of a Receiver, but 
bas given attention to such matters as required 
immediate notice. He was for some time at the 
jail, where, with District Attorney Burnet, he 
talked with Mr. Harper. Neither Harper nor 
Hopkins obtained bail. They are rather com- 
fortably quartered and have many visitors. 

Louis Kennedy & Co., commission and grain 
merchants, on Vine, near Second street, assigned 
this afternoon to James Pettibone. Liabilities 
are said to be $150,000, with assets of $40,000. 
Mr. Kennedy was reported te be in the Chicago 
wheat deal, and was a heavy indorser of Fidelity 
Bank paper. 

FREDERICK, Md., June 24.—The Catoctin 
Iron Company to-day went into the hands of 
Thomas Gorsuch, who filed bonds for $100,000 
as Receiver. The company asked for the ap 
pointment of a Receiver for protection against 
the creditors of E. L. Harper, of the recently 
collapsed Fidelity National Bank of Cincinnati, 
who had been an extensive purchaser from the 

: Catoctin Company, and a number whose 
drafts are in the hands of the company.

EVENTS IN OLD ENGLAND 


LORD HARTINGTON TALKS 
AGAINST HOME RULE. 

A PROTEST AGAINST THE OPPOSITION’S 
METHODS—THE GENESTA FAR AHEAD 
—DR. PARKER’S BEECHER EULOGY. 

LONDON, June 24.—The Marquis of Hart- 
ington, in a speech at Manchester this evening, 

referred to home rule for Ireland as being, for a 

time at least, decided against. He protested 

against the minority in Parliament being al- 
lowed to prevent legislation, especially denounc- 
ing that section of the minority directly associ- 
ated with a foreign conspiracy aiming 
at the establishment of an [Irish repub- 
lic. Referring to Mr. Gladstone’s offer for 

a conference, Lérd Hartington said tnat 

the time had not arrived forareunion of the 

Liberal Party. He demanded a general basis of 

agreement before undertaking negotiations. Any 

agreement, he added, must be open to the full 
knowledge of the Conservatives, who had been 
loyal to the Unionists and deserved their con- 
fidence in return. Lord Hartington continued: 

‘The Unionists gannot consider the treatment 

of Ulster and the question of Irish repre- 

sentation in the Imperial Parliament as matters 
of mere detail, as Mr. Gladstone appears to do. 

Until we know where we stand on those ques- 

tions further negotiations will be futile.”’ 

The Court of Queen’s, Bench has refused 

Col. Mapleson’s application for aninjunction to 

restrain Signor Del Puente from singing in the 


Drury-Lane Theatre. In his application the 
Colonel declared that he had secured the sole 
right to Del Puente’s services for the season. It 
trauspired, however, that Col. Mapleson had 
failed to pay Signor Del Puente arrears of salary 
due him. 

President Cleveland has cordially accepted 
the dedication to him of the eulogy on Henry 
Ward Beecher by Dr. Parker, of the City Temple. 
In bis acceptance the President refers to Mr. 
Beecher as ‘‘my loved and honored friend.’ 
Dr. Parker will deliver the eulogy in Brooklyn 
in October next. 

The yacht Genesta was sighted off the Lizard 
this morning. She is nearly two days ahead of 
the other boats in the jubilee race. The Genesta 
was ‘proceeding under closely recfed sails. 
There was a rough sea on and a strong head 
Wind was blowing. The yacht Salene passed 
Clare Island, off County Mayo, Ireland, to-day. 
She was leading the Gwendoline and Aline, 
which also passed the island. The Mabel has 
withdrawn from the race and has been docked 
at Greenock. 

The German Crown Prince has visited. Dr. 
Mackenzie daily during the past week. On Mon- 
day or Tuesday Dr. Mackenzie will remove an- 
other portion of the growth in the Prince’s 
throat. 

Mr. Walker has contracted to complete the 
Manchester Canal for £561,000 less than the 
Parliamentary estimates. He is willing to ac- 
cept £500,000 in ordinary shares as part pay- 
ment. 

The House of Commons in committee has 
passed the preamble to the Manchester Ship Ca- 
nal bill. It requires that £2 per share must be 
paid upon ordinary shares. 

Mr. Lawrence, an American, who has been en- 
deavoring to establish a claim upon the estates 
of Lord Norreys, has been non-suited. 

Mr. George Vanderbilt, having received urgent 
cable dispatches, started for Liverpool at 5:30 
P. M. to-day en route for New-York. 

Joseph Brothers, jewelers, having establish- 
ments at Birmingham, Leeds, and in Canada, 
have,gone into bankruptcy. Their liabilities are 
£52,000, and their assets £16,000. 

Mile. Campos, who is sojourning at Dover, to- 
day endeavored to marry M. Garboeuf, but 
failed, as the authorities refused to grant her a 
license. 

The Government is considering an offer by 
which a subsidy of £50,000 yearly will secure 
three lines of first-class steamers on the trans- 
Canadian route to the East, one line to connect 
Liverpool and Halifax and the other two to 
connect the Pacific terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway with Australasia. 

LONDON; June 25.—The Standard says that 
the Afghan negotiations tend to an early and 
satisfactory settlement. 

The Gladstonians approve the speedy passage 
through the remaining stages of the Crimes bill 
in order to confine to the report stage the dis- 
cussion of the only prominent amendments. 
They will then concentrate their attention on 
the Rand bill. 

Mr. Carnegie, in an interview at Wolverhamp- 
ton yesterday, said that the Canadian Govern- 
ment’s statement that heavy duties on metgl 
would increase British and decrease Amer- 
ican. trade, was merely to gull British 
iron masters. The professed reductions 
announced from Ottawa had the same cbject. 
Canada, he said, fully intended to have her own 
iron and steel manufactures and nothing woula 
stop her, and she would rather have them estab- 
lished by English than by American capital.

NEWS OF THE DAY IN PARIS. 


BARON SEILLIERE’S INSANITY—THE LEIP- 
SIC SENTENCES DENOUNCED. 
Paris, June 24.—M. Peytral, a Radical, 


has been elected President of the Budget Com- 
mittee. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day, M. Fal- 
liéres, the Minister of the Interior, stated that 
Baron de Seilliere had been placed in an asylum 
at the request of his family, and that physicians 
who had examined him concurred in the opin- 
ion that he is insane; it was therefore impossible 


to release him. M. Falliéres made the statement, 
in answer to a question asked by M. Gaillard, 
who maintained that the Baron was not insane, 
but that his family had him confined because 
they wanted his fortune. After the explanation 
the Chamber unanimously voted to pass to the 
order of the day, pure and simple, as demanded 
by the Government. 

M. Fallieres promised a bill to amend the law 
of 1838 so as to render wrongfuldetention in a 
madhouse impossible. Urgency for the bill was 
voted—288 to 238, the right voting with the op- 
position. Mr. McLane, the United States 

finister, says he is unable to do anything for 
Baron de Seilliere beyond expressing sympathy 
with him. 

The Senate;to-day discussed the report of the 
committee on Consumption of Spirits. M. 
Claude said that the committee bad come to the 
conclusion that the drinking of spirits in France 
bad reached such a height as to be a social dan- 
ger. Alcohol was essentially a dutiable article, 
and it behooved the State to prevent its exces- 
sive consumption, at the same time securing the 
utmost profit to the Treasury by the suppression 
of adulteration and other frauds. M. Rouier ap- 
proved the committee’s report. He said the 
Goverment would prosecute fraud wherever 
discovered, and that the revenue collectors 
would be instructed to take vigorous action 
against imposition. 

The Chamber of Deputies has adopted a bill 
providing that foreign grain consigned direct to 
a French port prior to Nov. 30 shall be subject 
to the fiscal laws in force when shipped. 

At a meeting of the Patriotic League to-day 
M. Derovlade and M. Sansbceuf delivered har- 
angues against the Leipsic sentences. A crowd 
gathered outside the meeting hall shouting

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LICENSE IN MICHIGAN. 


NEW AND IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE 
STATE’S LIQUOR LAWS. 
DetTrRoIT, June 24.~—The people of Michi- 
gan have hardly realized as yet that 
laws have just been enacted by the Leg- 
islature which exceed in importance all 
others passed this session or during the 
past 10 years. These are the acts relative to 
the liquor traffic. In their bearing upon the 
social, commercial, and political standing of the 
State the changes are most significant. It is, in 


short, hardly less’ than a revolution in 
the affairs of the State, and it marks 
ap important epoch in the State’s history. 
The perenas of the Local Option bill means that 
within one year at least one-half of Michigan 
willbe under a strict prohibitionlaw. Cities 
that have hundreds of saloons, with much capi- 
tal invested, will be compelled to stop the sale of 
liquor absolutely. The main features of this 
bill ‘a sara in THE TIMEsS’s dispatches last 
week. 


To this measure is now to be added an 
amended tax bill, which will apply in all coun- 
ties where local option does not prevail. The 
existing tax law is materially strengthened, its 
restrictive screws still further tightened, and 
various new features added. The tax on all 
retailers of beer is increased from $200 to $300, 
and on retailers of distilled spirits from $300 to 
$500. Wholesalers are iacreased fragn $300 to 
$500 for beer. and $800 for spirits. 

Among the new and most important features 
added to the existing law isasection making 
the selling after hours, from 11 P. M. to 7 A.M., 
a breach of the peace, which gives any oflicer 
power to arrest the saluon keeper or his bar- 
tender without warrant, and to summarily close 
the place. Heretofore no arrest could be 
made for such willful violations of the law (ana 
they have been freauent in the cities) without 
a formal complaint and the issuing of a war- 
rant. In cases where fhe fine is not promptly 
paid police officers dre also empowered to 
summarily close the saloon. Heretofore 
there has been considerable delay 
the coHection of the tax, in many 
instances, and the dilatory seller could 
not be closed up except at the end of a prosecu- 
tion, and then, with aggravating delays, often 
escaped with a light tine ifthe Justice sympa- 
thized with him, which is nearly always the case 
in the larger cities. Other lesser provisions are 
also added, the whole making the existing tax 
law much more formidable to the seller than 
before, 

The two temperance measures referred to 1n- 
dicate that a powerful sentiment in the State 
has made itself felt and gives‘notice that it will 
be extremely unwise to defy it. The liquor seller 
is put upon his very best behavior. 


SRR? S55 PS 
OPENED AT LAST., 

DetTroIT, June 24.—The St. Albertus 
Polish Church war has, it is hopea, come to an 
end. The news that the church would be opened 
this morning was carried to the Kolasinski fac- 
tion by runners. Throughout the night and long 
before daylight more than 100 of the women 


had scaled the fence about the church and were 
breathing threats against the Dombrowski fac- 
tion, who, were gathered in large num- 
bers outside the _ railing. At daylight 
there were more than 400 persons about 
the church with 10 policemen. At 8 
o'clock the Dombrowski faction, numbering 
about 2,000, entered the convent opposite the 
church and remained there until 10:30. At 8:40 
one of the Kolasinski faction mounted a barrel 
and harangued the crowd in Polish. His speech 
greatly excited the people. One of the men in- 
side the fence drew a revolver and threatened 
to shoot the first man who opened the church. 
Police Captain Mack sent for more men, and in 
a few minutes.about 50 additional policemen 
were on the ground. About 40 policemen formed 
in line and drove the crowd that was hanging to 
the fence back across the street. 

In the meantime other policemen had cleared 
the churchyard and driven the people away from 
the church. About noon a slight disturbance 
was raised, but it was quickly quelled by the ar- 
rest of one man and several women, and atl 
o’clock the church was opened and services be- 
gan, thus ending the long and bloody struggle 
between the two factions which has kept the 
church closed since Dec. 3, 1885. 
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SUING THE OANADIAN CUSTOMS. 
MONTREAL, June 24.—Sir William Ritchie, 
Chief-Justice of the Supreme Court, presided in 
the Court of Exchequer this morning to hear 
the case of J.C. Ayer & Co., of Lowell, Mass., 
against the Minister of Customs. Two actions 


are at issue, one relating to the confiscation 
of the goods, and the second relating to the 
penalties. The value of the goods seized 
is $79,000, and the penalties amount to 
about $379,000 in all. It was agreed at the 
opening to unite the actions for purposes of evi- 
dence as far as practical. r. MacMaster, 
Queen’s Counsel, who appeared for Messrs. 
Ayer, said that the matter imported was prac- 
tically of little value, and possessed no market 
value whatever. The whole value of the 
material sold consisted of what was added 
to it in this country, and the Government 
was really imposing a tax on _ this. 
Mr. Hogg, for the Government, contended 
that the goods were imported as seized ina 
nearly completed condition and they had been 
misrepresented and introduced at valuation 
much lower than the correct one and not in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the act of 
1883. The mere fact that the goods imported 
had no market value under the names put on 
them did not alter their actual characters. The 
examination of the witnesses was then begun 
and will last for a week, as 75 or 80 have been 
summoned.

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YALE COMES IN A WINNER 


THE PENNSYLVANIANS FOUR 
LENGTHS BEHIND. 

YALE LAGS BEHIND FOR MORE THAN 
HALF THE RACE, AND THEN EASILY 
WALKS AWAY FROM HER RIVALS. 

NEW-LONDON, Conn., June 24.—Yale de- 
feated the University of Pennsylvania to-day in 
a four-mile straightaway race, but it was even- 
ing when the feat was accomplished. Witheight 
college crews, 81 oarsmen, including substitutes, 
eight coxswains, and scores of coaches, ex-orew 
men, and hangers-on about the quarters, it is 
impossible to have a race without a series 
ef postponements. Yesterday there was too 
much rain, and a lumpy sea on the Thames made 
racing out of the question and sent the Harvard 
and Columbia ’varsity eight back to cover to 
wait for better weather. To-day there was 
enough sunlight, but there was too much wind 
for the Yale-Pennsylvania race, which the 
bulletins had set down for 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. There were no white caps on the river, 
but the fresh wind that rushed up stream from 
the Sound piled up the water in lumpy, sullen 
waves and made fast time impossible. 

Human nature in New-London is trusting, 
however, and when the hour for the appointed 
race came it found 300 or 400 spectators near 
the start, some of them sheltered by the awn- 
ings of the observation train and others half 
broiled on the forward decks of half a dozenlittle 
steamers. A long black steam yacht and the 
Yale launch, the judge’s boat for the day, made 
up the rest of the marine pageant, which rapid- 
ly went to pieces when the referee announced 


that the race was postponed to 6:45 P. M.. The 
observation train sulked back to the city, and 
the steamers huddled slowly down the Thames, 
while the crowd on the new grand stand at the 
finish relieved its feelings by wading in the 
etal The crowd consisted of a few boys and 
girls. 

By 6 o’clock the river was smooth enough to 
satisfy the oarsmen, and what wind there was 
was favorable, for the race at that stage of the 
tide had to be rowed up stream. Yale’s launch 
carried the New-Haven crew and towed their 
shell to the starting point, while the little 
steamer Niantic performed a like service for the 
Pegasylvanians. Both crews looked strong and 
hearty and big enough to send a coal barge over 
the course. Two thousand or 3,000 people 
watched them descend gingerly into their shells, 
tor the postponement had swelled the crowd, 
given the grand stand a fair delegation, crowd- 
ed the steamers, and fringed *‘ Deadhead Hill” 
with humanity. As the crews paddled into po- 
sition it was hard to tell which boat bad the 
more muscle in it, but the Pennsylvanians’ 
weight was less evenly distributed among the 
men than was the case in the Yale boat. 

A broken oar in the Pennsylvania shell de- 
layed the start, and it was not until 7:05:03 that 
Referee Cowles shouted ‘‘Go!” Into the water 
went the 16 oars like a flash, but the Pennsyl- 
vanians were there first, and their boat seemed 
to jump away from their rivals. But it did not 
last. No. 3’s oar broke almost at the start, and 
the race was stopped while Pennsylvania’s ten- 
der carried another oar to the shell. 

Again the boats were backed into position, 
and at 7:14:50 they were sent away again. It 
was the same start over again. Yale waa pull- 
ing 30 strokes to the minute and Pennsylvania 
33, and the hearts of the New-Haven spectators 
grew heavy. As their boat fell behind tne 
gap increased until clear water showed 
between the shells at the half mile. 
For a crew that was not. expected 
to win, and whose members realized that their 
chance was of the slimmest, the Pennsylvanians 
rowed surprisingly. Their work was not fin- 
ished, but the strength put into the strokes 
made amends for that. Yale rowed carefully 
and evenly. Their stroke was barely 30 at the 
half mile, and it was not quickened materially 
when the first mile flag was reached, although 
Pennsylvania’s lead was a good two lengths. 

The flag was reached in 5 minutes 24 seconds, 
and then the whole appearance of the race 
changed. Yale’s boat stopped falling behind. 
Pennsylvania had lost a bit of favoring tide 
which had helped her along so far, and her 
stroke fell off from 33 to 32 at the mile anda 
half flag, while Yale’s was raised to 31. 
The flag was passed in. 8 minutes 8 seconds, 
The Yale men closed up the gap slowly 
and surely, not raising their stroke, but pulling 
like a machine. It was 30 strokes to the minute 
ewhen she reached the two mile flag. Pennsyl- 
vania, barely in the lead, was pulling 32, and 
she held this rate to the third mile flag, when her 
strok ran up to 35. For the two miles the time 
was 11:10. 

Before two and a half miles were made Yale 
had the lead, and she held it to the end, pulling 
steadily away at her favorite stroke cf 29 or 30. 
The second two wiles and a half in 14:08, three 
miles in 16:43, and three and a half in 19:12. 
Her lead increased .steadily, and Pennsyl- 
vania’s spurt availed not. Yale was giving 
a beautiful exhibition of Bob Cook’s teachings, 
and Pennsylvania was surprising even her 
Her men were splashing a bit, but 
they were pulling their stroke, and pulling it 
through. Atthe finish they spurted to 36, but 
Yale crossed the line, doing her regular’ 30 to 
the minute, a good four lengths ahead. The 
time for the four miles was—Yale, 22:20; 
Pennsylvania, 22:39. . 

Both crews came in comparatively fresh. It 
was an excellant race for three miles, better than 
any one expected, and it has convinced every- 
body that the Yale men have the Bob Cook 
stroke androwit. Their work was clean to-day, 
and there was little splashing; but it does not 
throw much light upon the great race with Har- 
vara, for Yale was not pressed to the finish. The 
time was fair. The crews were made up as fol- 
lows:

STRANGE BLACKMAILING CASE AND 
ITS RESULTS. 

PRovipENcE, R. I., June 24.—The ad- 
ministration of justice in criminal cases has re- 
cently been the subject of along and costly in- 
vestigation by a legislative committee, whose 
inquiries reached from the minor courts, where 
offenders are first arraigned, to the Attorney, 
General’s office itself. Now some of the legal 
profession are in for a trial at the bar of public 
opinion, the only tribunal, as it appears, that 
can take cognizance of certain very gravé 
charges recently made. General surprise was 
experienced when a suit was begun by a young 


man named Harry Gardiner against Henry J. 
Steere, a wealthy and philanthropic gentleman 
of this city, charging an assault. Still more inter- 
est attended the event of last week, when young 
Gardiner stated in open court that the whole 
matter was a piece of blackmail arranged by 
himself and his counsel, Mr. Cosgrove, and that 
they had agreed to share equally whatever they 
could get out of Steere. Cosgrove made an ap- 
pearance before the court, denied the young 
man’s statement, and withdrew from the case. 
Yesterday the case was dropped for non-pay- 
ment of the Clerk’s fees, and Cosgrove, playing 
the only card left him, had his quondam client 
arrested for slander. Cosgrove had asked for 
an investigation at the hands of the court, but 
Judge Tillinghast said in effeot that the court 
could not both , apheoemges and sit in judgment in 
this matter, and there is no Bar Association be- 
fore which the profession can make complaint 
and receive justice as members of the profes- 
sion. The lack of such an association has opened 
the door to shystering harpies and the gratifica- 
tion of malice under forms of the law. 

In the Supreme Court to-day Rollin Mathew- 
son, one of the older lawyers of this county, and 
counsel for Mrs. Levi Wilson, wife of “Doc” 
Wilson, had a bitter realization of the shortcom- 
ings of the existing system. He wished to make 
a statement to the court regarding affidavits of 
four women which charged him with offerin 
large sums of money to bribe witnesses to aid 
Mrs. Wilson in her suit for divorce from her er- 
ratic husband. Chief-Justice Durfee, however, 
refused to hear him, and at present the affida- 
vits, uncontradicted, stand, as Mr. Mathewson 
himself says, an ample reason for opposing coun- 
Sel moving for his disbarment. 


A COLLEGE BURNED. 


THE CHEMICAL LABORATORY AS WELL 
AS THE BUILDINGS DESTROYED. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 24.—The State 
Agricultural and Mechanical College at Auburn 
was burned to-day. The institution was estab- 
lished under a grant by Congress of lands to 
found such colleges in several States. Its an- 
nual income from this source is $20,000 and 
$10,000 from the State. The buildings were 
given to the State by the Methodist Church, and 
originally cost $85,000. A splendid chemical

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, June 24.—The ap- 
pointment of a Receiver last nignt for the exten- 
sive works of Whiteley, Fassler & Kelly, the 
largest mower and reaper manufacturers of 
America, has greatly depressed business in this 
city. These works, with branches, are to this 
city what Cambria is to Johnstown, Penn. The 


success and prosperity of the city depend almost 
exclusively on them. Six banks were prepared 
for arun this morning, but there was none to 
speak of. The Second National, controlled by 
the Whiteleys, threw its doors open an hour ear- 
lier than usual, and all demands were met so 
promptly that confidence was at once restored. 
The savings banks had the largest run, but 
that did no damage. Confidence in the banks 
is fully restored. Whiteley, Fassler & Kelly 
have received tenders of aid from bankers out of 
the city, which -insures-the tiding over of the 
temporary embarrassment. The report that W. 
N. Whiteley, President of the firm, wasin the 
Chicago wheat deal with Harper, of the Fidelity 
Banx, is false, Harper and Whitely were fast 
friends financially, and Harper’s floating accom- 
modation paper of the firm is undoubtedly the 
cause of theembarrassment. Last night a mort- 
gage of $500,000 on the plant of the firm was 
tiled in favor of the Champion Machine Company. 
The money is to insure the completion of the 
season’s business, which is at its height. Finan- 
ciers say the trouble is only temporary. The 
pay rolls will be met to-morrow as usual and 
work continue in operation.

A STOCK BROKER FAILS. 

MoNTREAL, June 24.—Messrs. McIver & 
Barclay, stock brokers, suspended payment this 
morning. When the announcement was made 
on the Stack Exchange it caused some excite- 
ment, especially as a by-law of the board com- 
pels all claims to be settled within 24 hours. 
This meant selling to-day, as there is no board 


to-morrow. The consequence was that quite a 
lot of stock was thrown on the market, the sales 
aggregating about 10,000 shares. The feeling 
was very good on the whole, and no break of 
any moment occurred. Mr. Melver said: * The 
immediate cause of the failure of our firm 
is the drop in the price of Montreal Tele- 
graph Company’s stock. At the time of 
the negotiations between the Canadian Pacific 
and the telegraph company.

and present a solid front to every demand made 
by the Knights. They regard it as a sign of 
weakness to permit the removal of a single shoe 
firm without making at least one struggle for 
supremacy. The firm of Knipe Brothers, who 
have signed a contract with parties in Newport, 
N. H., and given a bond of $1,000 to fulfill 
iton their part to move their entire business 
to that place, were waited upon by representa- 
tives of the Shoe and Leather Association to- 
day andalong conference held. The firm was 
strongly requested to forfeit the bond, and re- 
main with their business in this city, and, if they 
could not continue any differently, to open their 
tactory on July 1 under the “free shop” system, 
and they would be sustained. The firm is con- 
sidering the suggestion, and will decide about it 
in a few days. Chick Brothers, another firm 
who contemplated moving, have postponed the 
matter for the present. and it is said that three- 
quarters of the workmen, who number 350, in 
the employ of the firm have signified their in- 
tention to stand by their employers in arranging 
a mutual price list for work in the factory, pro- 
viding there is any interference unnecessarily 
made by the labor organizations. If nothing 
else can be done the firm will open a “free shop.” 
Certainly the prospect for the manuiacturer has 
improved within a few days.

PEARSON LINKS SHARP WITH 
MOLONEY AT LAST. 
AN ALBANY LOBBYIST TELLS HOW ‘HE 
WAS HIRED AND PAID TO WORK 
FOR THE KING OF BROADWAY. 


, Jacob Sharp was suddenly and fright« 
fully surprised yesterday afternoon. Though a 
mass of testimony introduced by the prosecution 
was damaging to him by implication, neither he 
nor his counsel saw conviction in it. He felt, 
and they claimed, that Sharp had not been con- 
nected with Moloney, the intermediary between. 
the promoters of the Broadway Surface Railroad 
andthe Board of Aldermen. So long as this 
connection was not proved Sharp and his law- 
yers believed that the defendant in the great 


bribery suit had more than a fair chance of ac- 
quittal. 


But the warm and rosy flush on the old man’s 
cheeks turned to an ashen hue when he heard 
the name of James Pearson pronounced yester- 
day afternoon. There was but one Pearson in 
his mind, and he glanced furtively about him in 
the vain hope that he might be mistaken in the 
man, if not in the name. He would have enter- 
tained no doubt on the point-had he caught the 
gleam of triumph in the District Attorney’s eye, 
and had he been blind the note of triumph in 
Mr. Martine’s tones would have told him the 
truth. The prosecution was triumphant, and 
apparently saw no reason to hide the fact. The 
defense was like an army suddenly assailed in 
front and rear, but determined not to succumb 
while a ray of hope remained. 

It was Distriet Attorney Martine who called 
for James Pearson, and his manner announced 
that in Pearson the prosecution believed it had 
discovered the link wanting to make the chain 
of testimony against St ‘p connected ard al- 


most unbreakable. The ex-Alderman’s face was 
a flaring red as he mounted the witness stand 
and took the oath. He had only been subpoenaed 
during the afternoon, and all the prosecution 
cared to say about his appearance was that it 
was notasurprise except to the defense. His 
examination was conducted by Mr. Martine. 

Pearson, unlike a majority of the witnesses in 
the case, spoke so that his answers could be 
heard all over the court room. Had he been an 
Aldermanin 18841 He had and represented 
the Thirteenth District. He attended the early 
morning special meeting of the board on Aug. 
30, 1884, and had been im the city on the 
vious evening. He knew Jacob Sharp and - 
iam Moloney, and had met them both on the 
evening of Aug. 29. 

a Where did you meet Sharp?” asked Mr. Mar- 
e. 

‘“‘He came to my store, 389 Sixth-avenue, 
about 5 o’clockin the evening on Aug. 29,” re- 
plied Pearson. “‘He was alone. He asked me 
ifI could meet Moloney at a certain hour. I 
asked him what hour, and he-said 8 o’clock. I 
told him I couldn’t, as I had to go to the Grand 
Central Station to meet my wife.’ 

“ Did you meet Moloney ?” 

* Yes.” 

“Why did Sharp want you to meet him ?”’ 

“He said Moloney had a call and would ask 
me to sign it.” 

“‘ Had you previously known of this call ?” 

“No. I promised Sharp to sign it; to meet 
Moloney after I met my wife. I met Moloney as 
1 promised.” 

“ Where ?” 


“ At Twenty-third-street and Broadway, at 8 
o’ciock. He was walking up Twenty-third- 
street, and I met him near the Fifth-Avenue Ho- 
tel. Moloney showed me a call and said it was 
for a special meeting of the board. He said, 
‘Look atit.’ I glanced at it, went into the réad- 
ing room of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, and signed 

“Were there any signatures attached todt 
when you signed it ?” 

“Yes, there were six or seven names on it.” 

‘When did you first hear about this call?” 

“Sharp told me of it. He said there was tob¢ 
@ meeting of the board the next morning.” 

“ Did you attend that meeting ?” 

“JT dia, and I voted for the resolutions grant- 
ing the franchise.”’ . 

“That is all,” said Mr. Martine, looking arountl 
at Jacob Sharp’s counsel. None of them spoke 
for several minutes. Then Mr. Parsons said: 
“Were you examined before the Senate investi- . 
gating committee ?”’ 

“Yes,” replied Pearson. 

“That is all,”’ said Mr. Parsons. 

The indicted ex-Alderman slipped out of the 
witness chair apd out of court,. followed every 
step of the way by Jacob Sharp’s glance. 

A great deal of work was done by the prose- 
cution yesterday. Letting the testimony of 
Pearson stand alone, it might be divided into 
three kinds. By the first the prosecution tried to 
prove that the promoters of the Broadway Com- 
pany and the power in the Broadway and Sev- 
eventh-Avenus Company were S , Foshay, 
Richmond, and Kerr, and that the other Direct- 
ors were simply dummies; by the second that 
the flight of Aldermen De Lacy, Dempsey, and 
Sales, Keenan, and Moloney was caused 
through this corruption by Sharp and his 
associates, and by the third that Sharp had 
handled large sums of money obtained through 
the bonding of his railroad and not correctly ac- 
counted for onthe books of the company, but 
used, much of it at least, for purposes of bribery 
and corruption. These different kinds of testi~ 
mony were presented to the jury in blocks and 
not in connected form as it appears here. 

Strong and interesting enough to stand alone, 
also, is the testimony of Edward R. Phelps, 
known throughout the State as 3 lobbyist of the 
first water. He was asked by Mr. Nicollif he 
had spent the Winter of 1884 at Albany. He 
said he had, and the Winter of 1883 also. He 
had railroad interests of his own tp take care of, 
ani represented other railroad {nterests. He 
was opposed to the passage of the general rail- 
road act. Sharp was at Albany in te Winter of 
1883 and advocated the passage of the bill. 
Phelps opposed it and Sharp was beaten. In the 
Winter of 1884 Phelps and Sharp met again at 
Albany. Phelps was there to oppose the general 
railroad act, and Sharp’s object was to obtain 
its passage. Sharp came to Phelps one day and 
said he wanted his help in ag 4 through the 
bill. For what purpose? Well, he wanted to 
build a road on tage Phelps asked if he 
would be counted in if he put his shoulder to 
the wheel. Sharp said: ‘‘Of course.” Phelps 
should be an incorporator in the company, said 
Sharp, and should have a representative in the 
Directory. 

This agreemens having been made, Pheips 
continued, he did all he could to secure the 

assage of the bili, and it finally became a law. 

ie intended that his representative in the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company should 
be his father-in-law, Samuel R, Pullen. Some 
time after the passage of the bill Phelps was 
notified to call at the office of Robinson, Serib- 
ner & Bright with his incorporator. He and 
Mr. Pullen called as requested. Phelps asked it 
he should pay 10 per cent. of the stock for 
whieh he expected to subscribe, and was told he 
need not do so. Upon glancing over the articles 
of association Phelps noticed that he was not 
represented in the Directory. He took Sharp 
aside and asked him to account for the omission. 
Sharp said he knew nothing about it. Then. 
Phelps spoke about the matter to FPoshay, and 
he, too, said he knew nothing about it. Phelps 
was disgusted at this evidence of treachery, as 
it soaaiat to him, and he lett the office m high 
dudgeon. 

In the Summer of 1885 Phelps receivedanother 
request to come to the office of Robinson, Scrib- 
ner & Bright. He went and met Sharp there. 
They talked over matters. Sharp offered Phelps 
$25,000 for his services. Phelps refused ; it was 
not enough. Sharp then offered $50,000, and 
after an exhibition of diplomatic cayness 
Phelps closed with Sharp on the _ fifty- 
thousand-dollar basis. Did he get the 
money? Oh, yes; there was no _dificulty 
about that. Was he paid by check? No. harp 
asked to be excused for a short time and disap- 
peared. He returned in half an hour with the 
requisite ‘boodle,” and handed Phelps the 
$50,000. To the best of Phelps’s recollection 
the money was in bills of the denominations ot 
$500 and $1,000. : =

SAVINGS BANK IN TROUBLE. 


THE COXSACKIE INSTITUTION 
TO STOP BUSINESS. 

ALBANY, June 24.—On the application of 
Attorney-General O’Brien Justice Landon, of 
the Supreme Court, has granted an injunction 
restraining the Coxsackie Savings Institution 
from the exercise of any of its corporate powers 
or from making payments to depositors or dis- 
posing of any of the assets of the bank until the 
further order of the court. The proceedings 
were instituted at the request of Bank Superin- 
tendent Willis 8. Paine, who during the past 


week has had the bank subjected to a &pecial ex- 
amination to determine whether its affairs were 
involved through Cashier Dwight’s embezzle- 
ments from the National Bank of Coxsackie, 
that officer having acted in the dual capacity of 
Cashier for the National Bank and Secretary of 
the savings institution, both corporations f*r a 
number of years being practically under his sole 
management. : 

The result of the examination of the savings 
institution shows that it has securities sufficient 
to meetits obligations to depositors provided 
reasonable time is allowed in which to dispose 
of the real estate owned by the bank and of cer- 
tain excessive mortgage loans. The amount 
due to depositors at the date of the examination 
(June 15) was $148,600 57. The other liabilities 
of the bank were estimated at $2,005 91. Its 
resources amounted to $150,175 31. As more 
than 40 percent. of the resources consist of 
real estate securities which cannot be made im- 
mediately available, Superintendent Paine com- 
municated to the Attorney-General the fact that 
he considerea it unsafe and inexpedient for the 
corporation to continue to transact business. 

The records of the institution, which was in- 
corporated by special charter in 1868, show that 
its officers have in the past committed violations 
of its charter and of law, and that the business 
of the bank has been conducted in both an un- 
safe and unauthorized manner. A large propor- 
tion of the questionable assets of the savings 
bank were originally acquired through the Na- 
tional Bank. Cashier Dwight, who has been 
under surveillance for the past 10 days, was 
yesterday removed to the county jail at Catskill.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—An order will soon be 
issued from the War Department making the follow- 
ing important changes of stations in the army, 
which will go into effect as soon after July 1 as possi- 
ble: The headquarters of the band and four troops of 
the Seventh Cavalry will be transferred from Fort 
Meade, Dakota, by marching to Fort Riley, Kansas. 


The headquarters of the Fifth Cavalry, now ot Fort 
Riley, will be transferred to such posts in the Indian 
Territory as the commanding General of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri may designate. Two of the 
troops of the Fifth Cavalry, now at Fort Riley, 
will go to Fort Sill, Indian Territory, and the 
other two to Fort Elliott, Texas. This will give 
Col. Forsythe, of the Seventh Cavalry, command of 
the new cavalry and artillery school lately author- 
ized by Congress, and for the construction ot which 
$200,000 is now being expended. The two troops of 
the Third Cavalry now at Fort Elliott, and the two 
troops of the same regiment now at Fort Sill, are to 
be transferred by marching to, the Department of 
Texas, and then by marching all the troops of the 
Third Cavalry will change stations with the troops 
of the Eighth Cavalry. This willput the Third Cav- 
alry on the Lower Rio Grande. The Twelfth In- 
fantry, now stationed in the Department of the 
Lakes, will change by rail with the Eleventh In- 
fantry, now in the Department of Dakota, with 
headquarters at Fort Sully.

A SENSIBLE CONSTRUCTION. 


The General Term of the Supreme Court 
has construed the excise law with refer- 
ence to the right of hotel keepers to sell 
liquor to their guests on Sunday in accord- 
ance with the dictates of common sense and 
the evident intention of the Legislature. 
The language of the statnte cannot be said 
to be altogether explicit on the point, but 
in view of the fact that in all preceding 
jegislation the right of inns and hotels to 
serve liquors.as part of the entertainment 
of their guests had been recognized, it may 
be assumed that if there had been any in- 
tention of denying that right on Sundays 
and election days it would have been done 
in explicit and unmistakable terms. Asthis 
was not done, it is to be presumed that 
in prohibiting any person from selling or 
giving away intoxicating liquors on those 
days ‘“‘as a beverage” it was intended to 
save that right. Otherwise the use of the 
phrase ‘‘as a beverage” has no meaning or 
pertinency, as hotels are not engaged in 
dealing in intoxicating liquors for medicinal, 
mechanical, and sacramental uses, and this 
section of the law had no reference to their 
sale for those purposes. Whatever quib- 
bling there may be over the meaning of the 
word beverage, it is tolerably clear that 
the Legislature used it to express the dis- 
tinction between the use of liquors merely 
as drinks taken at a bar or in places de- 
voted only to their sale to be drank on the 
premises and their use in hotels or private 
houses as part of the entertainment of 
guests. 

This view is consistent with the purpose 
of the Sunday and election day prohibition, 
which certainly was not to prevent the 
ordinary use of wine at meals, but to pro- 
tect the community from the drunkenness 
and disorder which are calculated to dis- 
turb the customary observance of Sunday 


of elections. As Judge VAN BRUNT says in 
his separate opinion concurring in the con- 


ging the war, and declares, ‘I did all in } clusions of Judge BRapy in rendering the 


and interfere with the orderly proceedings 
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decision of the court, the consequences of 
the interpretation of the law are to be con- 
sidered in ascertaining the intention of the 
Legislature. The strict construction given 
to it by the Corporation Counsel would not 
simply deny the long-recognized right of 
hotel keepers to serve liquors in the enter- 
tainment of their guests, but would pre- 
vent the serving of wine in clubs and the 
giving it to guests at private tables, which 
certainly could not have been the intention 
of the law. 

Another point dwelt upon by Judge BRADY 
and accepted by Judge BARTLETT as suffi- 
cient in itself to determine the whole ques- 
tion, is the fact that this strained construc- 
tion of the law has never been thought of 
until quite recently, while that adopted by 
the court has been accepted and acted upon 
without question for thirty years with the 
full knowledge of every Legislature within 
that period. If the accepted construction 
had beén inconsistent with the meaning 
and intent of the law the question wonld 
have. been raised long ago and the lan- 
guage would have been made so explicit 
that there could be no mistake. It would 
never have been possible, however, so to 
change it as to give the law the effect con- 
tended for by the Corporation Counsel, for 
such an interference with established rights 
could never have been sanctioned by the 
Legislature of this State. The acquiescence 
in the more liberal interpretation and its 
acceptance in enforcing the law for so many 
years without question is in itself an al- 
most absolute confirmation of the legis- 
lative intention as to its meaning. 

The ground of Judge LAWRENCE’s de- 
cision is easily and completely swept away. 
It is obvious to the merest tyroin the study 
of legal questions that the Excise Board in 
granting licenses can neither extend nor 
curtail the meaning of the law.- The ques- 
tion involved was the purpose and intent of 
the statute, and Judge LAWRENCE did him- 
self no credit in ignoring it and disposing of 
so important a matter by mere reference to 
the words of the license, and he could not 
have expected his decision to ‘stand. A 
motive for his action has been suggest- 
ed which is still more discreditable than 
his judicial action. The saloon keepers and 
rumshop men of the city who systematically 
evade the provisions of the law which dis- 
tinctly apply to them were opposed to the 
recognition of the hotel keepers’ right. 
They desiredto have the law so construed 
and enforced as to prevent the serving of 
wines or liquors at hotel tables on Sunday 
so long as they were prohibited from selling 
them as beverages. This Judge LAWRENCE 
and those politically associated with him 
well knew, and as he expects to be a candi- 
date for re-election next Fall he had a mo- 
tive for wishing to retain the favor of the 
liquor dealers. This may not be the true 
explanation of his remarkable decision, but 
it is the only one that has any plausibility. 

The decision of the General Term is grati- 
fying, not simply because it relieves the 
statute ofthe ridiculous stringency given to 
it by the view adopted by city author- 
itiés, but because it affords a precedent for 
the liberal and sensible construction of laws 
which may bemade oppressive by straining 
them in the direction of intolerance and fa- 
naticism. 





THE WAYS OF SPECULATORS. 


The greater part of the decline in values 
at the Stock Exchange yesterday appears to 
have been caused by manipulation. While 
the general condition of business in the 
country has for séme time furnished ground 
for a maintenance of values, and possibly 
for an advance, many circumstances have 
in the last two weeks exerted a discouraging 
influence upon speculators who follow the 
bull side of the market, and upon expectant 
holders of securities. Many stocks had 
been forced to higher prices than their 
earning capacity warranted, partly for the 
‘reason that ‘‘ the Street” discounts coming 
prosperity. Attempts had been made to 
support these prices by rumors that were 
encouraging, but not well founded. At last 
atime comes when the buying speculator 
has no appetite for such unsubstantial food. 
He becomes weary and disgusted. 

There were many tired holders of stocks 
when the coffee and wheat “deals” col- 
lapsed last week. The break in the Chicago 
wheat market had a depressing influence 
here, although low prices for wheat in 
Chicago could not fail to increase trafiic by 
rail and exports to Europe. But it was the 
speculators for a rise who suffered in 
Chicago, and if they were supporting 
stocks as well as wheat the stock mar- 
ket could not entirely escape the effect 
of their embarrassment. The suspension 
of the largest bank in Ohio and the reve- 
lation of rottenness which followed the 
closing of its doors tended temporarily to 
unsettle public confidence and to encourage 
speculators who sellfora fall. The efiect 
of these incidents and the weariness of 
holders began to be seen in Wall-street on 
Wednesday, and on Thursday the bears 
were hard at work, assisted by higher rates 
for loans and a fresh crop of disquieting 
rumors. The sentiment of the Street be- 
came decidedly bearish. 

It is in sucha condition of affairs that 
the great manipulators find their opportu- 
nity to display their power either for enor- 
mous profits or for the punishment of op- 
ponents or for both. When values are de- 
clining and the air is full of discouraging 
rumors great capitalists who are 





specu- 
lators by profession can easily precipitate a 
panic by calling in the vast loans upon 
which other speculators have been doing 
business and by overwhelming the market at 
the same time by offering thousands of 
shares of the stocks which they absolutely 
control. Nobody dares to buy these shares, 
rates for the indispensable money that has 
been withdrawn go skyward, and the prices 
of the offered stocks sink as if there were no 
bottem to be reached. It was in this way 
that the speculative kings took advantage 
yesterday of the depression which pre- 
vailed. They called the millions which 
they had loaned, 
blocks of the stocks which they control, 
and killed two birds with one 
punishing enemies or deluded 
and pocketing large profits as the result of 
rebuying at the bottom.

in speculation—so use the weapons ready to 
their hands, a host of smaller operators 
make haste to follow them and give every 
falling stock a kick. In this'way they also 
make profits. ,The rapid and almost inex- 
plicable decline of stocks with which a 
money king is identified invites the fabri- 
cation of disheartening tales by which the 
downward movement can be accelerated. 
From one to another fly the stories 
that this great arbiter and supporter 
of values is dead, that another is se- 
riously embarrassed or even ruined, that 
@ trusted bank is toppling, or that some 
promising scheme of reorganization or com- 
bination is wrecked beyond repair. The 
men who set the ball in motion chuckle as 
they see these volunteer assistants pushing 
it. They can sit at ease until the time ar- 
rives for checking the decline. Then the 
stories that have taken. the heart out of 
many a speculator or investor are denied; 
the murky air is cleared; buying for the dif- 
ferences causes .“‘ a healthy reaction,” and 
the day’s work is done. - : 

It does not appear that the condition of 
trade and industry favors a continuation of 
the decline that excited the Street yesterday. 
The water has been taken out of some 
stocks that were selling at prices far beyond 
their real value. In sounder properties the 
fall has been comparatively slight.; The 
danger now, if there be any, is not that the 
better grade of securities will’ go lower of 
their own weight, but that the momentum 
of the decline in other less valuable secur- 
ities may affect them. 





A POSSIBLH RESULT. 

The battle-flag performance is not the 
only recent instance of misdirected activity 
on the part of Gen. Drum. The injustice 
done to Gen. MILES was no doubt largely 
due tohim. The dissemination of accounts 
from Washington last year reflecting on the 
closing operations of the Apache campaign, 
and particularly upon the terms supposed 
to be granted to GERONIMO, occurred while 
Gen. Drum was Acting Secretary of War, 
in the absence of Mr. EnpicoTT. All the 
unfavorable criticisms on Gen, MILEs in the 
Washington press at that time seemed to be 
based upon information derived from the 
Adjutant-General’s office. Gen. MILEs was 
accused by some writers of violating posi- 
tive instructions in the arrangements made 
with the Chiricahuas who surrendered and 
of having removed them from Arizona with 
undue haste. Itis quite possible that the 
censure of Gen. MILES contained in Secre- 
tary ENDICOTT’s annual report was some- 
what influenced by the tatter’s reliance on 
the views of the Adjutant-General. 

It is true that Gen. MIL&s, in his official 
report, commented severely on the army 
shoes made at the Leavenworth Military 
Prison, an institution which, in the Ad- 
jutant-General’s eyes, seemed to deserve 
nothing but praise. But facts have amply 
justified Gen. MiLEs’s language. It must 
be admitted that a board of three officers, 
one of whom was Gen. Drum himself, sub- 
sequently made an examination of the mat- 
ter complained of, and took rather a com- 
plimentary view of the prison-made foot- 
gear. But Gen. Mrs has the affidavits of 
the men who wore the shoes that came to 
pieces, and in some cases he has fragments 
of the shoes themselves to sustain his criti- 
cism. No doubt his Sonora campaign was 
an exceptionally severe one in the way of 
marching, but only such a campaign could 
hunt down GERONIMO, and certainly the 
troops should have been shod well enough 
to make it without going barefoot or buy- 
ing Mexican moccasins. MILEs’s reports 
were not given to the public at first, but 
only extracts from them, usually accom- 
panied with unfavorable comments. And 
to this day he has not been returned to the 
command of the Department of the Mis- 
souri, in which Fort Leavenworth is situ- 
ated. 

Gen. SHERIDAN is another officer who has 
found his views at times antagonized by 
Secretary EnpicoTr and Gen. Drum. In 
the matter of control over certain staff offi- 
cers, and in certain details of routine ad- 
iministration of the army, Gen. SHERIDAN 
has found his views, and in some cases his 
action, overruled, In one or two instances 
also the selection of Gen. Drum as Acting 
Secretary in the temporary absence of Mr. 
ENnpIcott has not proved as judicious as if 
the choice in these instances had fallen, as 
has been customary in most cases, upon the 
Lieutenant-General. 

The result of the battle-flag mistake may 
be to make the President less ready to 
aecept. without careful consideration the 
views and advice of his Secretary and of 
the Adjutant-General in matters of military 
administration where their views directly

The 
most outspoken champion of labor, who has 
shown the disposition to talk to the bosses 
with the frankest disrespect, is almost sure 
to receive the suffrages of the other Knights. 
That beaming figurehead, the amiable Pow- 
DERLY, is almost the only exception to the 
rule that only a pugnacious person can aspire 
to the higher officesin the gift of the Knights, 
The successful candidate is tolerably sure to 
be low in intelligence and high in temper,and 
therefore to quarrel with his coadjutors as 
well as with the bloated employers. Qurxn, 
the Master Workman of No. 49, conspicu- 
ously showed the defects both of his intelli- 
gence and of his temper in the strike of the 
longshoremen, while he supposed himself 
to be only “showing his power.” He has 
how, it appears, quarreled with one Dunn, 
the Chairman of the Committee on Strikes 
and Arbitration, and undertaken to remove 
him from his place. Whether this action 
is in accordance with the constitution 
of the noble and holy order does 
not particularly matter, since the 
practical question is whether QUINN or 
Dunn has the largér number of efficient 
friends. At present victory appears to have 
perched provisionally upon the banner of 
Dunn. The district assembly has appealed 
from QUINN to POWDERLY, and in the 
meantime the Committee on Strikes and 
Arbitration recognizes DUNN as its Chair- 
man and declines to have anything to do 
with the man whom QUINN attempted to 
putin his place. As QUINN and DUNN are 
not likely to agree upon any strike or any 
arbitration, the dead-lock in theassembly is 
calculated to promote regular and virtuous 
industry, and to give stability to those 
branches of business with which the assem- 
bly is concerned. 

For this reason this squabble between two 
insignificant persons is worth noticing. It 
has for some time appeared as if the mis- 
guided Knights could not learn, even from 
the experience they have bought so dearly. 
After each disastrous strike the demagogues 
who manage their organization seemed to 
find as little difficulty as before in organiz- 
ing another, during the course of which 
they themselves fared sumptuously, while 
their dupes were brought near to starva- 
tion. If the demagogues could only con- 
tinue to work together they might do 
an enormous deal of mischief, to their un- 
fortunate victims first and worst, but also 
to the whole industrial community. Fort- 
unately it is in the nature of things that 
ignorant and passionate men cannot work 
together harmoniously even for the pur- 
pose of maintaining themselves in idleness. 
They cannot help falling out over the di- 
vision of their spoils, and the more they 
disagree the better for society in general 
and for Knights of Labor in particular. A 
squabble between QuINN and DuNN thus 
becomes a matter for public congratulation. 








THE MAYOR OF CORK, 

The cable reports regarding the action of 
Mr. PLUNKITT, the divisional magistrate at 
Cork, in “‘superseding” the Mayor of that 
city are likely to be misunderstood. Al- 
ready some of the newspapers have an- 
nounced the suspension of the Mayor. No- 
body has power to’suspend the Mayor of an 
Trish city, and nobody, magistrate or other- 
wise, has the power to supersede him or to 
deprive him of his magisterial functions. 
The Mayor, as a matter of courtesy, usually 
presides in the Petty Sessions Courts, where 
minor offenses are disposed of, and cases of 
drunkenness are generally brought before 
him when sitting alone. The magistrates 
sitting in Petty Sessions can, if they choose, 
depose the Mayor from the chair and elect 
any other member of their body to that 
position, but they cannot prevent the 
Mayor from attending and taking part in 
the proceedings as a magistrate. 

Mr. PLUNKITT has no doubt given direc- 
tions to the police not to bring prisoners 
before the Mayor, and as Mr. PLUNKITT rep- 
resents the Government, his orders will of 
course be obeyed, and that, together with 
depriving him of the Chairmanship of the 
court, is all that Mr. PLUNKITT can do. 

Twenty years ago another Mayor of Cork 
got into trouble with the Government. His 
name was DANIEL O’SULLIVAN, and he held 
the office just three months. He used to get 
up bright and early inthe morning and open 
the Police Court in the absence of the other 
magistrates and discharge the prisoners. 
He got into a wrangle with the other Jus- 
tices, and used such unbecoming language 
toward them and the Government that 
made decent people blush. The magistrates 
deposed him from the chair, and the Gov- 
ernment brought in a bill to the House of 
Commons to remove him from office. Before 
it progressed far, however, Mr. O’SULLI- 
VAN’s friends induced him to resign, and he 
thus saved the Government from establish- 
ing an ugly precedent in the removal of a 
legally elected Mayor. 





The extraordinary performances that 
have been going on of late in the Tonga 
Islands have probably come to an end with 
the intervention of Sir CHARLES MITCHELL 
and a British gunboat. The difficulty seems 
to have sprung from the obstinate zeal of 
King GErorGE and his Premier, the Rev. 
SHIRLEY WALDEMAR BAKER, who have un- 
dertaken the task of arranging religious as 
well as secular matters in the islands after 
their own wills. It seems to be admitted 
that a deliberate attempt was made on 
the life of Prime Minister BAKER, and 
this was followed by the sweeping venge- 
ance ordered by the King. How far this 
severe policy would if uninterrupted have 
been carried out can hardly be told, but the 
prompt dispatch of a British gunboat to the 
harbor of Nukualofa, in Tongatabu, has 
served to restrain the wrath of the aged 
monarch and of his zealous Prime Minister. 
The prospect is that Great Britain will call 
BAKER to account. The matter is of inter- 
est to our own country, since probably next 
Winter the treaty arranged by Commissioner 
BaTEs and Mr. BAKER will come before the 
Senate for ratification or rejection.

THE FEAR OF DRAUGHTS. 
From the Epoch. 

Foul dust in rooms cannot be got rid of 
by any amount of sweeping and carpet beating. 
The only thing that will remove and replace rt 
is a current of comparatively pure air from the 


outside. Except in very cold weather, there 
should always be two open windows in each 
room, on opposite sides. “If we should follow 
that advice,” the horrified reader wili exclaim, 
““we should ali catch a fatal cold. Don’t I re- 
member a dozen colds I got by being exposed to 
a sudden draught? Only a few nights ago, 
when I occupied a seat near the door of a the 
atre, the door was left open auring the intermis- 
sion, and the draught, though pleasant enough, 
gave me a bad cold. No, thank you. No draughts 
for me!” This logic seems good, yet it is utter 
sophistry. Asa metaphysician would say. the 
draught was only the occasion, not the cause, of 
the cold. The real cause was the foul, hot air 
in the theatre, which demoralized your skin 
and relaxed it blood vessels, so thas 
they were unable to react suddeniy 
and endure the healthful, cool air from the 
street. In other words,it was not the draught 
that gave you a cold, but the sudden transition 
from hot to coldair. Such @ transition always 
is injurious to the skin, whether it be from hot 
to cold or from cold to hot air. Butif you are 
not overheated a current of cold airis never in- 
jurious. As one of the greatest authorities on 
hygiene, Prof. Reclam remarks: “ Draughts are 
not injurious unless we are in a glow. To 
healthy persons they cannot possibly doso much 
harm as the stagnant airin aclosereom. The 
fear of draughts is entirely groundless, though it 
affects most people in a manner which is simply 
ludicrous.” Itis high time to acquit draughts 
of the charge of being the cause of our colds and 
to convict the true culprit, the injurious hot- 
house atmosphere in our rooms. Why do people 
on river excursions or on ocean steamers, where 
they are exposed: to terrible draughts, never 
“catch cold”? Simply because their skins are 
not previously broiled in hothouses. 
GIFTS MADE BY A PARSEE.

The Parsees of Bombay have long been 
famous for their charitable muniticence, and the 
example of the late Sir Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy, 
who was known throughout the civilizea world 
for his liberality, is being worthily emulated at 


the present day by another Parsee, Sir Dinshaw 
Manockjee Petit, Sheriff of Bombay. This is 
the gentieman who sent the other day the sum 
of £1,000 to the Imperial Institute, and he has 
now presented the Northbreok Club with an 
equal sum to be expended on its library. He 
has also just offered the Government of Bom- 
bay the princely gift of 142 lakh (£15,000 nom- 
inally) for the purpose of establishing a female 
college in that city. These donations, following 
on to others aggregating not less than 15 lakhs, 
or £150,000, given during the last 20 years, re- 
veal aremarkable generosity of character, and ex- 
lain the feeling of gratification raised amon 
is compatriots on finding his name inclade 
among those selected for the honor of knicht- 
hood in the Jubilee Indian Gazelle. The career 
of Sir Dinshaw Manockjee Petit, whois now 64 
years of age, is identified with the development 
of the cotton industry in the Western Presiden- 
cy, and he is the chief proprietor of six of the 
largest mills. Indeed, the honor of initiating 
and permanently establishing this branch of in- 
dustry in India during the American civil war is 
generally accorded to him. As success followed 
this bold undertaking it is not surprising to learn 
that the originator and promoter of Indian cot- 
ton cultivation has amassed great wealth, but 
Sir Dinshaw’s chief claim to consideration con- 
sists in his manner of dispensing what Provi- 
dence has bestowed upon him. He may justly 
be called the Parsee Peabody, and his benefac- 
tions are the more praiseworthy because they 
are not restricted to one class, race, or religion.

MINISTER ROMERO EXPEOIS 
IT WilL EXTEND TRADE. 
HIE TALKS ABOUT THE ADVANTAGES THAT 

WILL ARISE FROM IT—ASSIGNMENTS 

OF THE GRADUATED CADETS. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Minister Romero, 
who is very much interested in the postal treaty 
which he and Postmaster-General Vilas have 
signed, and which is to take effect in July, talks 
enthusiastically about the trade benefits it is to 
confer upon both countries, and gives some of 
the reasons why these benefits are great ones, 
both to Mexico and the United States. “Un- 
der the present revenue laws in Mexico,” he 
says, “which only contemplate commercial 
operations on a large scale, there are many 
formalities and expenses which require knowl- 
edge of the laws and practically forbid importa- 
tion on a@ small scale. Anybody in Mexico want- 
ing a cheap watch or other article from New- 
York, for instance, would, under the present 
laws, have to send his order to a commission 
merchant, who would have to prepare four 
eopies of the invoice, containing an exact de- 
scription of the goods, and have it certified by 
the Mexican Consul in New-York, paying a fee 
of $4. It would then be sent to Mexico, 
and on arriving there new formalities would 
take place for the clearance of the goods, 
which could “only be properly attended to by

MR. MMANUS REAPPEARS. 
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The Secretaries of the local Civil Service 
Boards in the principal cities met the Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioners in conference to-day in this 


city for the purpose of securing, if possible, 
greater uniformity of rules and practice for all 
the boards. There were present John A. Mason 
and Edward 8. Post, of New-York; H. P. Kil- 
field, Boston; H. 8. Donovan and J. J. Crowley, 
Chicago; C. 8.

OMAHA CITIZENS AFRAID TO FACE THE 
PACIFIC RAILWAY INVESTIGATORS. 
OmanHa, Neb., June 24.—The United 

States Pacifico Railway Commission continued 

its investigation here to-day. Chairman Patti- 

60n Called on the officers of the Union Pacific to 
produce statements showing separately the 
gross sum of payments by that company on ac- 
count of rebates, pool settlements, and over- 
charges. This demand led to considerable dis- 
cussion between the Commissioners and the 
company’s officers. The latter maintained that 
the figures by themselves would be misleading 


and of no value, while, if they were to be accom- 
— by a full explanation of eachitem, the 
aborand expense necessary to furnish the in- 
formation would be very great. 

Commissioner Littler thought they were over- 
estimating the labor and expense. 

Gov. Pattison said the books showed many 
millions of dollara as having gone from the com- 
pany’s treasury tor the purposes named, and the 
company should furnish the information called 
for. In any case, he added, the act of Congress 
creating the commission required that the infor- 
mation be obtained. 

Mr. Mink, the Controller of the company, and 
Mr. Poppleton, its attorney, disclaimed any de- 
sire to —— or delay the work of the commis- 
sion, but thought it proper that the commission 
should be informed as to the amount of work 1n- 
volved. They agreed to furnish the statements. 

Thomas L. Kimball, General Traffic Manager 
of the Union Pacific, again took the stand. 
Gov. Pattison furnished Mr. Kimball with a list 
culled from the company’s books of parties to 
whom the Union: Pacific had paid rebates in 
1885 and 1886 and demanded the reasons that 
moved the company to make the rebates; also 
whether the company or any of its officers, 
Directors, or employes, or any public ofticials 
had any interest in the firms or corpora- 
tions to whom the rebates had been paid. The 
witness said he would examine the list and be 
prepared to answer at a future session of the 
commission. Mr. Kimball’s examination was 
continued at some length. . 

John H. Walsh, Sergeant-at-Arms of the com- 
mission, testified as to a number of subpoenas 
for citizens of Omaha which he had been unable 
to serve, owing to the absence of the parties. 
When Gov. Pattison asked whether the witness 
haa gathered any information as to how long the 
parties intended to beabsent, the witness replied 
that he had made inquiry and had not been able 
to ascertain. At this pointsome one in the room 
caused ‘aughter by remarking sotto voce that 
the parties doubtless intended to be absent just 
as long as the commission remained in session in 
Omaha. 

Erastus Young, the General Auditor of the 
Union Pacific Company, was then placed on the 
stand and examined at considerable length as to 
the methods of bookkeeping in use at the com- 
pany’s offices. In reply toinquiries he testitied 
that the reports sent from Omaha to the Di- 
rectors at Boston did not show the gross re- 
ceipts of the company, as rebates were first de- 
ducted. Gov. Pattison demanded a statement 
showing the gross receipts of the company from 

1869 to 1886 to cover the whole Union Pacific 
system. The witness said he would have the 
statement prepared, but explained that the gross 
receipts, as Gov. Pattison put the question, 
would include all the money received” by the 
company, of which a part would really belon 
to other roads for coupon tickets sold and 
through freights collected. The witness could 
not show what proportion of the earnings of the 
road came from pool business and what pro- 
portion from ordinary tariff business, as the ac- 
counts were not kept separate. The only way 
they could tell whether a pool was a success 
was by ascertaining whether they got the busi- 
ness. In reply to inquiries by Commissioner 
Littler the witness explained as to the matter of 
cose receipts that when a through ticket for 

ew-York was sold in Ogden the Union Pacific 
Company received the fuli price of the ticket, 
but was itself entitled to but part of it, ana 
therefore held the rest, as it were,in trust for 
the other roads concerned. So also for tickets 





Company received the full amount, but was it- 
self only entitled to the fare across the Omaha 
bridge. 

Commissioner Littler inquired whether the 
company had any contracts with any business 
concerns to haul the cars of those concerns over 
the company’s liues at special rates, but Mr. 
Young was not able toanswer. The commission 
adjourned its hearings till Monday next. 





FORGING RAILROAD TICKETS. 





HOW TICKET SCALPERS CARRIED ON THE 
BUSINESS. 

CuHIcaGo, June 24.—It was never suspect- 
ed before Feb. 7 last that the basement of 123 
South Clark-street was other than what it ap- 
peared to be—a barber’sshop. A round-faced 
young man by the name of Stout was established 
there with a judicious assortment of barber's 


paraphernalia. In with him were Frank Lay- 
field, Henry Butler, Joseph Reed, Albert Reeves, 
and Louis Stein. They were not barbers, 
however. Mr. Stout attended to the ton- 
sorial demands. An industry termed “scalp- 
ing,” not in any wise connected with Mr. Stout’s 
art was carried on by the others. The differ- 
ence between both operations, Mr. Stout’s meth- 
od of scalping and that followed by the others, 
is so considerable that the entire party found 
themselvés on trial before Judge Baker this 
morning with five ugly charges against them. 
Conspiracy was the offense alleged. The evi- 
dense is of a character altogether unique 
in the prosecution of railway ticket scalpers, 
for that is the business the defendants 
were engaged in. They had it down to a 
fine point, though, and introduced new methods 
into the business. For three years they carried 
on the traffic under the shadow of Police Head- 
quarters. The Pennsylvania Railway Company 
became aware of it first. But their knowledge 
Was meagre.gAll they knew was that the general 
office was becoming flooded with tickets. 
The greater part of these were bogus, but 
so cleverly were they gotten up that at 
times the agents of the company couldn’t 
tell which was a good ticket and which was a 
bogus one. One day a farmer presented to a 
conductor on the road a ticket, his destination 
being Fort Wayne. Close scrutiny showea this 
ticket to have been “ raised.” Originaily it was 
a suburban ticket, and worth possibly 25 cents. 
The forgers, by means of colored ink and 
mechanical stamps, worked it up so that it 
was sold for $5, and the farmer said he pur- 
chased it at 123 South Clark-street. A day or 
two later the place was raided. The detectives 
were astonished at the “ find.” 

Said their Superintendent: “We got acid, I 
don’t know how many kinds, color pencils to re- 
store the color of all tickets,a dozen or more 
punches, and a peck of old and worn tickets be- 
longing to every road in the United States. It 
was one of the finest arrays I have ever seen. 
Two of the men did the pen work. They could 
counterfeit any kind of signature, and by means 
of their stamps could fill in the name of any 
road or make a ticket good for any destination. 
The acids were used to give this altered paste- 
board a look of genuineness, and with the eolor 
pencils and the colored inks any shade of color 
was reproduced. One of theirjschemes was to take 
an old ticket—say one that was two years old— 
fillin the punch mark, stampin anew destination, 
apply an acid wash to give the paper a fresh 
look, then go over it with a color pencil, and the 
work would deceive any expert. In this way 
they could take a ticket worth 10 cents and 
make it worth$15. They got to making so much 
money that they opened a branch office at 7 West 
Madison-street. Butler had charge of this office 
and Layfield was the outside man. These two 
have confessed and will turn State’s evidence. 
Stein, Stout, Reed, and Reeves got the bulk of 
the profits, which must have been enormous. 
Stcin is a New-Yorker and is quite wealthy.” 

One estimate is to the etfect that the scalpers 
sold an average of $50,000 worth of bogus tick- 
ets a year for the last three years. 
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WIFE AND SON MURDERED. 
CLEVELAND, June 24.—At North Industry, 
a small village in Stark County, Ohio, this after- 
noon, Conrad Doll, a coal miner, killed. his wife 
and stepson witha hatchet. The family had 


just eaten their dinner when a quarrel between 
Doll and his wife started. Procuring a hatchet, 
Doll attacked the woman and the boy. Mrs. 
Doll was struck several times on the head and 
body. The boy was killed while sitting in his chair, 
One blow of the hatchet crushed his forehead, 
another nearly severed his head from the body, 
and the third nearly cut off one hand. Doll es- 
caped after the murder and has thus far eluded 
capture. A large posse is out in pursuit of him, 
and it is hinted thatif caught he will be lynched. 
Dollis an intemperate fellow, and has had fre- 
quent quarrels with his wife, to whom he was 
married six months ago. To-day Doll found a 
letter written by another man to his wife, in 
which statements compromising the woman 
were made. This led to the murder.

THEIR LAST DAY IN CAMP 


MANY VISITORS WATCH THE 
SEVENTHS EVOLUTIONS. 

A SKIRMISH LADEN WITH GLORY—ARRI- 
VAL OF THE VETERANS AND PREPA- 
RATIONS FOR DEPARTURE. 


PEEKSKILL, June 24.—In the last long day 
of the Seventh’s camp life the gracious elements 
have paid up the regiment for all ‘weather in- 
debtedness and to-night have a receipt in full 
stored awayin their trousers pockets. No day 
could be more perfect than this has been. The 
rain which beat upon the tents all yesterday 
and drove the gallant band to a state only six 
inches this side of distraction howled and rattled 
till past midnight. Then it suddenly gathered 
up its dripping skirts, blew a fond farewell down 
the rebellious sentry’s spine, and hied itself toa 
spot where mud doesn’t rise up and spatter at 
the slightest provocation. 

But the breeze which had gent the pattering 
drops in sweet confusion into the eyes of the 
pacing guard remained as a gentle comforter, 


and has tempered the rays of an indignant sun 
all this livelong day. The camp has puton all 
its holiday garb. The tents, washed white by 
the showers, flashed back the radiance of the 
sun. The gold and lace, the glory of the 
beauteous girl’s soul; the Stars and Stripes, all 
the refulgent brilliancies of the regiment have 
been to-day upon a perpetual dress parade. 

The camp has been fuil—that is, it has been 
crowded since guard mount with visitors, to 
whom earth seemed possessed of no greater de- 
light than the inspection of the neat and spot- 
less condition of the soldiers and their belong- 
ings. The charming girl has filled the place, 
too, with a reflection of her joyous nature, and 
no power could draw her from the loving con- 
templation of the soldier in whose glory she 
glories with all her throbbing little heart. And, 
to the eternal credit of the Seventh be it said, 
she was not neglected—not for a single fleeting 
moment. 

The military ceremonies of the day have been 
simply gorgeous. The day was opened with 
company drills, and after guard mount had been 
applauded by a thousand hands Lieut.-Col. 
Smith and Major Kipp led the who:e battalion to 
royal victory in the skirmish drill which anni- 
hilated a hostile army. That unfortunate body, 
80 yourg and doomed to such an awful fate, was 
first discovered trying frantically to climb over 
Dunderberg junior, and away, but the Seventh 
Regiment jumped upon it with both feet and 
a volley of hot-headed musketry. The poor 
army was hauled out on the parade ground and 
given such a flery mauling that it probably 
wished it had never been born. It was fired at 
with belching muskets and poked at with slen- 
der steel blades till not a inan remained to tell 
the tale. Then the Seventh F ypewonn a! marched 
back to its welcoming tents and rested upon its 
well earned laurels. 

In the afternoon a second guard mount—for 
the guard duty tour was reduced to 12 hours 
each to-day—was witnessed by an ever in- 
creasing throng; and then those sturdy old fel- 
lows, the Seventh Regiment Veterans, were re- 
ceived into camp and given aright royal wel- 
come by the men who will succeed them. The 
Grand Republic landed such a lot of them at 
Roa Hook that they couldn’t be counted, but 
they arrived just the same. 

After supper, such a crowd as gathered on the 
bluff to witness the beauties of the Seventh’s last 
dress parade has never been seen at Peekskill. 
The regiment, in its full dress a oe ape was 
simply magnificent. Its week of hard :o1l here 
told in every movement, In every manceuvre of 
its men, and the farewell drill was not marred 
by a single deficiency. The men drilled as nearly 
like the West Point corps as itis possible for 
human beings to approach the perfect workiugs 
of the machine; and it can never be said that 
this time for practical learning has been thrown 
away by the crack regiment of the National 
Guard. 

To-night the fireworks furnished by the 
Athletic Association of the Regiment were let 
off on the other side of the creek, and the whole 
parade ground was covered by a multitude 
which watched the display with gloating eyes. 
Cappa played and everything was merry. The 
last nightinspired many of the boys to look 
upon Peekskill when it was red, and one of them 
dropped into what he thought was poetry.

Another gentleman, also a poet, paid a 
matutinal visit to the camp of some ex officio 
members of the regiment—some who spent 
many weary hours last night in the futile at- 
tempt to impress upon six consecutive sentinels 
that their only imperative duty was to allow 
several humble gentlemen to pass the line with- 
out undergoing the purely formal necessity of 
giving the countersign.

STRIKING AT BLUE LAWS 


HOTEL KEEPERS MAY SHLIL 
LIQUOR TO GUESTS. 
fUDGE LAWRENCE’S ADVERSE DECISION 
OVERRULED BY THE GENERAL TERM 
AS CONTRARY TO THE LAW’S INTENT. 


- ‘Waiters were busy in the hotels yesterday 
afternoon gathering up the familiar cards which 
have been thrust, unweltome, into the faces of 
their guests when they sat down to the tables 
for breakfast Sunday mornings recently, an- 
nouncing that owing to the orders of the Police 
Commissioners no intoxicating liquors could be 
furnished on Sundays. The cause of it all is the 
promulgation of a decision by the General Term 
of the Supreme Court yesterday to the effect 
that hotel keepers have aright to furnish their 
guests with intoxicating liquor at their Sunday 
meals, thus reversing the decision of Judge 
Lawrence, who, on the strength of the wording 
of the licenses, said they could not. 
This litigation grew out of the arrest of James 
‘i. Breslin, of the Gilsey House, and Charles N. 
Vilas, of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, who, as mem- 


bers of the Hotel Men’s Association, in order to 
test the law, sold liquor to guests one Sunday in 
the presence of Capt. Williams. They were 
taken before the Jefferson Market Police Court, 
writs of habeas corpus and certiorari were ob- 
tained, and the matter was taken before Judge 
Lawrence, sitting in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
who decided, disregarding all the points raised 
by all the counsel—Corporation Counsel E. 
HRenry Lacombe for the prosecution, and Col. 
Robert G. Ingersoll and E. L. Andrews for the 
hotel keepers—that their licenses did not permit 
hotel keepers to furnish their guests with liquor 
on Sundays. Col. Ingersoll, undismayed, got 
another writ of certiorari and took the matter 
to the General Term of the Supreme Court, 
where it was argued last Saturday, Presiding 

ustice Charles N. Van Brunt, and Judges John 

. Brady and Willard Bartlett sitting. The 
game counsel argued that appeared before Judge 
Lawrence. 

The bone of contention was the construction of 
section 21 of the act of 1857 as amended by the 
act of 1873, which reads: 


“No inn, tavern, or hotel keeper, or any other per- 
son shall sell or give away any intoxicating liquors 
er wines on Sunday, or upon any day on which a 
general or special election or town meeting shall be 
held to any person whatever as a beverage.” 


Col. Ingersoll contended that during the 30 
years this law had been upon the statute pooks 
no one had ever pretended until within a few 
weeks that it prohibited hotel keepers from giv- 
ing their guests liquor at their Sunday meals; 
that at the time the law was passed it was un- 
derstood that it did not apply in that way to ho- 
tel keepers, and that the Legislature did not in- 
tend thatit should. He also drew the distinc- 
tion between selling liquors “as a beverage,” 
which the statute forbade,and furnishing liquors 
for the entertainment of hotel guests. 

Each member of the court has written an opin- 
jon. and each — Col. Ingersoll’s view and 
presents it in his individual way. Judge Bart- 
lett expounds the idea in the fewest words, as 
follows: 


“T concur in the result reached by my associates 
on the ground that the long and uniform practical 
construction of the excise law should be deemed 
controlling in the determination of the appeals. 
caunot bélieve the Legislature would ‘have tolerated 
for 30 years the failure of the authorities to enforce 
the law, if that body had intended by a statute en- 
acted as long ago as 1857 to prevent inn keepers 
from furnishing wine to guests and travelers with 
their meais on Sunday.” : 


Presiding Justice Van Brunt quotes the stat- 
ute and says: 


“If the words ‘as a beverage’, are to be inter- 
preted to include the drinking of any kind of wine 
or liquor at — time or under any circumstances, 
except where the same is drunk for medicinal or sac- 
ramental purposes, then no person, either upon & 
Sunday or upon any election day, general or special, 


could supply at his own table to members of his own 


family, asingle glass of wine.” 


Judge Van Brunt shows that such a construc- 
tion is ridiculous. Judge Brady, who writes 
thé principal opinion, thus disposes of Judge 
Lawrence’s idea that the wording of the license 


should govern: 


“These conclusions [that contemporanevus con- 
straction should decide the meaning of the statute] 
are not at all affected by the form of the license. A 
critical examination of all the statutes relating to 
the subject matter demonstrates that the power of 
the Board of Excise is limiteé to the granting or re- 
If the license be granted the 
statute regulates the rights acquired by it, the re- 
strictions to be observed, and the punishment for 
each violation of its provisions. The Board of Ex- 


cise, therefore, cannot enlarge or diminish these 


rights and obligations or interfere with them in any 


way. itcannotinsert in the license limitations or 


restrictions or conditions which are repugnant to 


the statute; but if they do so the license is void. 
Hence the clause in tho licenses issued to the pro- 
prietors of the two hotels in question absolutely 
ee eng the sale of liquor for certain days named 
herein is, as the result of our construction and in- 
ea peg of the statate, unauthorized and nuga-

When the decision was handed down a law 
clerE ran to the telephone and informed Col. 
Ingersoll. The welcome news was also immedi- 
ately communicated to President Merrifield, of 
the Continental Hotel; Edward Stokes, of the 
Hoffman House, and others interested. 

“I expected the decision,” said Col. Ingersoll, 
an hour later at his office in Wall-street, “‘and it 
is, of course, to my taste. I don’t know thatI 
have anything tosay. I have not seen the opin- 
ions yet, but the conclusion is an eminently 
practical construction of the law. You may 
say,” and the Colonel laughed heartily, 
“that I concur in the opinion of the 
isarned Judges. The finding settles the mat- 
ter so far as further litigation against 
the hotel keepers is concerned, for the Corpora- 
tion Counsel cannot appealfrom the decision of 
the General Term. He cannot take the case to 
the Court of Appeals. I don’t see how intelli- 
gent men could reach any other conclusion than 
that rendered. It is good,clear,and sound. The 
city is rescued from a village reputation. Hotels 
are the homesof many persons, and legislation in 
our homes cannot be tolerated. There should be 
no dictation as to private rights. I don’t be- 
heve in any law that tells a man what he shall 
gat and drink, or how and when he shall take 
nourishment, and I don’t believe men can be 
made temperate by legislation. New-Yorkers 
are too liberal minded to tolerate blue laws, and 
I am in favor of greater scope for Sunday amuse- 
ment and recreation.” 

Regarding the effect of the decision with re- 
spect to‘restaurants, Col. Ingersoll said that it 
related only to hotels, inns, and taverns. Hotel 
bars cannot be kept open and alcoholic drinks 
cannot be served to patrons of restaurants or 
cafés where lodgers are not accommodated. 

Col. Ingersoll’s statement that the prosecution 
had no right to appeal from the decision of the 
General Term, when it was communicated to the 
lawyera in the Corporation Counsel’s office, made 
a good deal of stir. A reporter of THE TIMES 
asked Corporation Counsel Lacombe in regard 
to the decision. He said: 

“T have not yetseen the opiniona,but have been 
informed of their contents. If the information 
thus given is correct, the decision is placed 
wholly upon the familiar doctrines of ‘interpreta- 
tion according to intent’ and of ‘ practical con- 
struction.’ Courts not infrequently thus dispose 
of statutes contrary to their phraseology, but it 
is hardly safefor a mere adviser, such as the 
Corporation Counsel is, to do so, and I am, there- 
fore, perfectly satisfied with the advicelI first 
gave. About an appeal I cannot say. If the 
matter is appealable and my friends on the other 
side will co-operate and the Court of Appeals 
will hear it next week, I am ready to go right 
up. Otherwise my successor must settle what is 
to be done.” 

Assistant Corporation Conunsels Dean and 
Wickes looked the question up in the law books, 
and they came to the conclusion that the prose- 
*cution had the right of appeal to the Court of 
Appeals. They base their opinion principally 
upon the case of the People ex rel. Lawrence 
against Brady, page 182 of the New-York Re- 
ports. In that case it appears that when a 
criminal prosecution, such as the complaints 
against Messrs. Breslin and Vilas, had come to 
the Supreme Court on awrit of certiorari and 
habeas corpus, just as these complaints did, an 
appeal was allowed to the Court of Appeals. 

Before making the decision public yesterday 
morning Judges Yan Brunt, Brady, and Bart- 
lett informed Judge Lawrence of it, and read 
him portions of the opinions. After they had 
finished he remarked: “I still think I am right.” 

News of the overruling of Judge Lawrence’s 
decision went rapidly to ali the hotels yesterday 
afternoon. Some proprietors said they were 
glad thata break was started in the blue law 
tyranny and others nonchalantly accepted the 
action of the General Term asa matter of course. 
There was no extraordinary jollification at any 
of the great inns, Mr. Stokes, of the Hoffman 
Honse, said last night that Sunday hereafter will 
be like Sunday before the twisted construction 
Was put upon the laws. ‘‘We shall resume to- 
morrow the performance of our obligations to our 

guests,’’ said Mr. Stokes. “If a gentleman in 

the dining room calls for wine he shall have it.” 
At other hotels it was also said that guests 
will be permitted to-morrow to enjoy fully the 
benetits of the reversal of the Lawrence de- 
cision, But the leading hotels will not open 
their barroomsand supply callers promiscuously. 

Many of the great inns have not had their 

public bars open in recent years, and 

will not begin row a change in their 
policy. It is expected, however, that 
some of the ordinary drinking resorts will make

That the laborer was worthy of his hire was a 
principle which had the highest sanction, both 
of natural and divinelaw. Ifthisand the sacred- 
ness of contract were remembered something 
would have been done toward a settie- 
ment. The Church had greatly altered the 
condition of the poor. A Jesuit from 
the Zambesi Mission, who came _ here 
to collect funds, had told him, said the Arch- 
bishop, that the King of that region would per- 
mit him to preach the gospel to all except the 
poor. That was a region, too, where there was 
no private ownership in land, but a communal 
system, and yet there were many poor. Com- 
munism seemed now to be no longer directed 
against the poor, but to have for its object the 
oppression of the rich. The only source to look 
for light was to the Church, the infailible teacher 
and guide.

The hall was about half filled, but those present 


made up for the absence of their comrades in 
enthusiasm, and the meeting went off with 
spirit. The audience was in intelligence above 
the usual Brooklyn workingmen’s meetings, 

John O’Donnell, of Typographical Union No. 
6, presided, and said that the trades unionists be- 
lieved the labor movement could be carried on 
without mummery and secrecy. They did not be- 
lieve in confiding the destinies of all trades to a 
few leaders, but in standing up for theinaividual 
rights of laborers in their respective lines of 
work, 

Samuel Gompers, the President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, which is looming up 
and above the Knights of Labor, was greeted 
with much applause. His speech showed the 
absurdity of carpenters arbitrating questions of 
the bakeshop or tailor’s shop. Carpenters, he 
said, should organize as carpenters, and brick- 
layers as bricklayers. Workingmen, when or- 
ganized indiscriminately as to their trades, were 
simply a mob, sure to fall before disciplined 
men. The strength of the federation lay in its 
democracy. They wanted to build from their 
local unions national trades unions, recognizing 
the fact that labor unions should preserve their 
identity. 

P. J. McGuire made a lively speech in whicn 
he said that the Knights of Labor had opened 
their doors wide and let every one come in and, 
as aresult, they were taking care of so many 
strikers that the funds were constantly giving 
out and the assessments were so large as to 
startle the man attending his union meeting. 

The meeting adopted resolutions favoring the 
ideas of the Federation of Labor and stating that 
they would stand firm against unjust attacks 
made by organizations not connected with the 
federation.

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LIGHT FOR MAYOR HEWITT 


THE NEEDED IMPROVEMENT 
OF ELM-STREET. 
THE LITTLE LIST OF THE OPPOSITION 
AND SOME OF THE PECULIARITIES 
APPARENT IN IT. 


Mayor Hewitt thinks he needs further 
enlightenment on the Elm-street improvement. 
It was believed until Thursday by those in 
favor ofthe public measure that he had been 
practically flooded with light. Certain itis that 
the numerous enterprising and representative 
citizens engaged in the plan to relieve Broad- 
way had not lost an opportunity to present 
their side of the case without reservation or at- 
tempt to deceive his Honor. 

Presumably, when he demanded further in- 
formation before giving a decisive answer, he 
had in mind the opposition. He postponed from 
time to time hearings at his office in order to 
give opponents a chance to furnish names and 


data. At last he has received the following lit- 
tle list:

If the Mayor will scan the little list he may 
discover some queer peculiarities. In the first 
place, there is notan autograph name on the 
paper, a fact that might excite some suspicion 
on the pointof reliability. In the list appears 
the name of John Reilly, 41 Elmstreet. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Reilly has no interest in that 
piece of property whatever and the owners are 
and tient have been in favor of the improve- 
ment. 

It is barely possible that John Hays and J. 
Hays stand for one and the same person, and 
that it is the same John Hays who has fre- 
quently expressed himself in favor of the im- 
provement, providing there is to be a just distri- 
bution of cost upon the city, a plan which has 
always been advocated by the promoters of the 
scheme. The name of D. Knabe is also dupli- 
cated in the list. He has expressed himself in 
public and private as with the other side. In 
the Mayor’s oftice Mr. Knabe was overheard to 
ask that his name be stricken from the list of 
opponents. Itis worthy of note that L. P. Hawes 
and L. Hawes are each down for 67 feet tront. 
J. B. Cornell’s name is on the list and the fact is 
regarded as inconsistent with his well known 
views in favor of theimprovement. BQke same 
may be said of T. P. Vernon. One hundred and 
seventy Elm-street is down on the list to 
Rudolph Hoyer, while on the tax list that piece 
of property is assessed to Lambert Suydam, a 
gentleman who is heart and soul for the im- 
provement. There are other strange features 
about the opponents’ list, such as 56 Marion- 
street and 115 Elm-street being duplicated, but 
the Mayor will probably discover weak points 
of the opposition in due time without any 
further suggestions. 

From figures furnished by Deputy Tax Com- 
missioner Wagner, it is shown that the whole 
taxable property along the line of the proposed 
improvement, say from Reade to Great Jones 
street, is valued at $4,500,000. The opposition 
represents not to exceed $430,000, probably 
considerably less. 

Orlando B. Potter, after reiterating his well 
known Views in fuvor of the improvement, said 
yesterday that he had no doubt of the success of 
the scheme. ‘‘Mayor Hewitt is avery busy 
man,” said Mr. Potter, ‘“‘butI dare say that he 
will reach the only conclusion that an intelligent 
man can arrive at aftera careful digest of the 
facts. The improvement will redeem a large 
tract of business property in the very heart of 
the city and immensely relieve tratfic between 
Union-square and the Post Office. There 
is an urgent necessity for the adoption of 
the Soe independent of any future ideas of 
rapid transit. I think the Mayor is mistaken 
when he says that the widening of Elm-street 
will not relieve the jam below Chambers-st. The 
improvement is not going to cause an increase 
of travel, but make travel more convenient for 
everybody. The crowds then will disperse as 
they do now until further contemplated im- 
provements south of Elm-street, like the widen- 
ing of Frankfort-street for instance, are effected. 
You ican improve this great metropolis 
only in one way, that is by sections. 
It will take a long time to widen 
Elm-street, and the work cannot be undertaken 
too soon. Idon’t think I am very wide of the 
mark when I state that the city will lose a mill- 
ion dollars in taxes each year that Elm-street is 
allowed to remain in its present condition. I 
can’t understand just why the Mayor wished to 
refer the question to mechanical engineers or 
any private organization. It is a city matter 
wholly, and the Corporation is a responsible 
body with full power toact. However, the Mayor 
probably has private reasons which we are 
bound to respect. He will get all the light he 
wants on the subject, and I have no fears for 
the result,’ 


UR SRE Rene ER 
THE EQUITABLE’S REAL ESTATE. 

Some comment has been excited among 
real estate dealers by recent transfers of prop- 
erty in this city to the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, amounting to more than $2,000,000. 
The property was not conveyed outright, but 
through William S. Maddock, who appeared as 
the purchaser, the insurance company then ad- 
vancing the full amount of the purchases on 
mortgage. As the company is not authorized to 
buy real estate, having the right to acquire it 


only by foreclosure proceedings, the criticism 
has been raised that the charter had been im- 
periled by the recent transactions. 

John Pearson, who has charge of the bond and 
Inortgage department of the Equitable, said yes- 
terday that criticism of what had been done 
could not stand. The company acquired a great 
deal of rural property by foreclosure on loans 
made before the panic of 1873. This property 
was held for years, and advanced in value. Op- 
portunity was at last afforded to dispose of it in 
exchange for city property. This was the only 
way open to recover the money ioaned 15 years 
or more ago, and the exchanges were made for 
that purpose. Mr. Pearson denied that the com- 
pany had any idea of entering into real estate 
speculation. It is said by those well posted that 
all the money-lending companies have engaged 
in similar transactions whenever opportunity 
offered. Mr. Maddock, who nas been buying for 
the Equitable, is a clerk in the firm of engineers 
of Maclay, Davies & Walker.

THE CHARGES BASELESS AND EMANAT- 


ING FROM DISCHARGED EMPLOYES. 

Drs. O. J. Ward and H. M. Silver, consti- 
tuting the Medical Board of Gouverneur Hos- 
pital, yesterday submitted the result of their 
investigation into the alleged abuses and irregu- 
larities existing in the management of Gouver- 
neur Hospital to the Commissioners of Charities 
and Correction. The Commissioners considered 
and approved the report in all particulars. The 
report as a whole completely exonerates Dr. 
O’Hanlon and his associates from the charges of 
incompetence and conduct unbecoming to gen- 


tlemen and physicians connected with a public 
hospital. 


As to the first charge against Dr. O’Hanlon— 
that he was frequently under the influence of 
liquor—the report asserts it to be the teetimony 


of all connected with the hoapital that he had 
never been intoxicated as far as their knowl- 
edge went, and that he never supplied friends 
who came to his rooms with liquor. Drs. Ward 
and Silver state that, as visiting staff of the hos- 
pital, they have at various hours of the day and 
night visited the House Surgeon’s room unan- 
nounced, aud have seen no drinking whatso- 
ever. In regard to the matter of the piano, the 
charge was investigated as early as April 4 last, 
when it was found that the complaints oric- 
inated from a matron who had much iil feeling 
toward the staff. When this was explained to 
the Commissioners at the time, the piano, which 
had been removed by their order, was returned 
to the doctor’s room. The charge that the doc- 
tors were in the habit of inviting to their rooms 
disreputable characters of both sexes, where 
they were accustomed to make merry until the 
smali hours of the morning, is pronounced abso- 
lutely false. 

In reference to the S$ecusation that the officers 
and employes of the hospital were accustomed 
to get drunk in neighboring saloons, the report 
admits thatin the early days of the hospital 
certain of the unpaid help and one of the paid 
employes, 6ven quite recently, have been known 
to spend some time in neighboring saloons, but 
when the matter was brought to the knowledge 
otf the Commissioners they were promptly dis- 
missed. That patients were ever dosed with 
morphine is absolutely denied. On the point 
that the officers were often quarreling and mak- 
ing a noise in the halls the report says: “ Dur- 
ing the administration of the former steward, 
Bennett, and his wife, a matron in the institu- 
tion, such conduct was of frequent occurrence, 
but when the matter was brought to the Com- 
missioners’ notice both were promptly dis- 
inissed.”” After disposing of the charge that 
political favoritism prevailed in the matter of 
appointments by stating thatin their judgment 
the charge emanated from a night nurse who 
was recently discharged for neglect of duty, the 
investigating board announces the following as 
its conclusions from the evidence submitted 
to it: 

“That the charges are brought not so much 
against the hospital itself or its management by the 
board as against the present House Surgeon, Dr. 
Philip F. O’Hanlon. It would seem as if his enemies 
had selected this method and time, when there is so 
much excitement about the late Capt. Hussey, to 
hound and disgrace himin the eyes of the public. 
During his term of service as intern in the hospital 
six or eight employes have been discharged for 
drunkenness or neglect of duty. Three of these are 
his bitter enemies, and there is a common report 
about that they will use every means in their power 
toruin him and run him outof the hospital. The 
visiting staff take pleasure in seizing this oppor- 
tunity to state that they have every confidence in 
O’Hanlon’s honor as a gentleman and ability asa 
physician, and that they are well pleased with his 
ae of the medical department of the hos- 
pital. : 


‘Under the present administration the manage- 
ment of the hospital is all that could be desired. 
Perfect harmony exists throughout the institution, 
and the supply of food and medicine is ample. All 
incompetent and drunken employes have been dis- 
missed and their places filled by persons of ability 
and sobriety.” 

Dr. Ward, who attended Capt. Hussey in his 
last sickness, says that the latter’s death was 
wholly due to natural causes, peritonitis being 
the proximate cause of dissolution. ‘‘ His treat- 
ment, while at Gouverneur Hospital, was under 
my persenal supervision, and I assure you that 
he received no meal of beef and cabbage the 
night before he died.” 


HARD 10 EXPLAIN. 


RECEIVER SPIEGEL ADMITS THAT HE 
HAD THE RECORDS CHANGED. 

When the examination in the case of 
Spiegel, Receiver of the Maison Tortoni, was 
resumed yesterday before Referee Clark, Coun- 
selor Bronner, associate of Richard S. New- 
combe, in behalf of Spiegel, moved that the min- 
utes of the examination be corrected to conform 
to the facts. Mr. Leaventritt, counsel for Mrs. 
Chaude, objected, and demanded that Spiegel be 
examined upon the proposed changes in the 
record. This the Referee ordered to be done. 

Spiegel testified that J. P. Graybell, the ste- 
nographer who has thus far taken the testimony 
in the case, called at his office on June 10 and 16 
at Spiegel’s request. On the latter date Spiegel 
handed him a slip of paper upon which were the 
numbers of several pages of the type-written 
testimony on which there were errors in the 
answers. At Spiegel’s suggestion Graybell al- 
tered these answers in pencil, 

The Referee discovered the alterations and 
when Graybell confessed his connection with the 
matter, he was discharged. -On June 18, Gray- 
bell wrote to Mr. Leaventritt, inclosing the slip 
which Spiegel had given him, saying that 
Spiegelhad asked him to make the changes in 
the minutes which he had noted in lead pencil. 
The letter then goes on: 

“You will observe that the corrections desired 
modify the answers madein the early part of the 
examination, to agree with his contradictions made 
ata later stage. Mr. Spiegel requested me to call at 
the office of his firm with acopy of the minutes, as 
he desired tocompare them and make some correc- 


tions, and I complied with his request. I merely 
penciled themin so thatI might call your atten- 


tion to the methods of the man and did not intend 


them to staud as part of the record,” 


The corrections indicated are numerous, and 
completely reverse or materially modify the 
senss of the auswers as they appeared upon the 
record. Yesterday’s sitting was confined to the 
examination of Spiegel with reference to this 
tampering ‘With the records. Several times 
Spiegel’s lawyer advised him not to answer the 
questions put to him, but Spiegel tried to im- 
prove the matter by explaining that all the cor- 
rections were made by the stenographer upon 
his own suggestion. The peculiar awkwardness 
of this singular bit of work was made apparent 
when Mr. Leaventritt called Spiegel’s attention 
to the fact that he had once gone all over the 
answers in question and failed to detect any 
error ip the record. 

The examination was not finished when the 
hearing was adjourned.

THE RETIRED LIST. 
INSPECTOR DILKS AND CAPTS. 
DEN, CAFFRY, MOUNT, AND WASH- 
BURN AMONG THE NUMBER, 


The Police Commissioners, fortified by the 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel that all mem- 
bers of the force over 60 years old must be re- 
tired, cut a big swath yesterday. They retired 
and pensioned 1 Inspector, 4 Captains, 10 Ser- 
geants, 43 patrolmen, roundsmen, and detect- 
ives, 10 doormen, and 2 Police Surgeons—in all 
70 persons, many of whom had done excellent 
service for a long time, and some of whom were 
still able to do full duty. 


The list of the principal officers dismissed by 
the ‘“‘sexagenarian clause” is as follows: 

Inepector.—George W. Dilks, Third Inspection Dis- 
trict, 71 years old. 

Captains. —Henry Hedden, Seventh Precinct, 60

and in some cases wholly impossible, for them to 
fulfill; and further, the board takes pleasure in stat- 
ing, as a matter of right, that this act of retirement 
and relief from duty was not occasioned by any act 
or acts of misconduct on the part of the members so 
retired, but is due solely as a matter of duty on the 
part of the Police Board in Accordance with the 
requirements of law.” 


Sergts. King, Oates. Havens, and Norris were 
designated by Superintendent Murray to take 
charge of the Seventh, First, Twentieth, and 
Twenty-third Precincts, respectively, and the 
Commissioners gave notice to the Civil Service 
Board of the vacancies created, and asked for 
eligible lists from which to select successors to 
the ranking officers and patrolmen to bring the 
force up to its full quota. 

No one who was retired yesterday had such 
an interesting record or was more widely 


esteemed than Mr. Dilks. He was born at New- | 


Brunswick, N. J., and received an excellent edu- 
cation. He became an Assistant Captain in 
1848, so that when last in uniform the sleeve 
of his coat bore seven service stripes. He was 
made Inspector in 1860, He went through all 
the excitement of the City Hall, draft, Fernando 
Wood, longshoremen’s, Astor-place, Orange, 
and other riots. He is yet handsome 
and active, and has a charming family. 
Mr. Dilks is in the higher ranks of the Masonic 
and Oda Fellow fraternities. Capt. Hedden be- 
came a policeman in 1857. He possessed much 
detective ability. Capt. Caffry was born.in 
New-York and became a policeman in 1858. 
For many years he has had in charge the most 
important precinct in a financial sense in Amer- 
ica and kept thieves out of it. Capt. Mount was 
an old fire laddie and began his career as a po- 
liceman 37 years ago. He resigned three years 
after to become’ Dockmaster, and went back to 
the force in 1857. He had been Captain 26 
years when retired, and his services were always 
appreciated in his ‘‘ upper ten” district, the old 
Nineteenth. Capt. Washburn has been round 
the world as a sailor, fought Indians asa front- 
jiersman, served inthe war of the rebellion, at- 
taining the rank of Major in the Metropolitan 
Regiment, and, counting in his war service, he 
had been a policeman since 1858. He will go to 
farming near Sing Sing. 

Of the Sergeants, all have done faithful, ear- 
nest duty. Many of the retired court officers 
were interesting old timers, full of reminiscences. 
Few of them were able to do very active duty. 
Detectives Radford, King, and Lyon be- 
longed to the old school. Radford was the well 
dressed, suave, clever, and well informed Wall- 
street man; King the smart, indefatigable fer- 
reter out of many a murder and robbery mystery, 
and Lyon a walking cyclopedia of criminal 
records. Surgeons Varian and Waterman are 
veteran members of the force. Dr: Varian has 
done duty in what is known as the Annexed 
District. Dr. Waterman’s district was the 
Twenty-second Precinct.

CANNON TARGET PRACTIOE. 


DRILL OF THE NORTH ATLANTIC SQUAD- 
RON IN GARDINER’S BAY. 

When its parade at New-Haven was fin- 
ished the North Atlantic squadron left port for 
New-London, the Yantic remaining behind to 
pick up the naval cadets who had been ordered 
to report there for duty. At New-London the 
Ossipee joined the squadron, which started 
early Monday morning for Gardiner’s Bay, but 
on account of the fog was forced to come to 
anchor for an hour or so until the weather 
cleared. 

As soon as the anchors were dropped in Gar- 
diner’s Bay the purpose of the visit to-that place 
was quickly developed, for great n targets 
were at once putin position at 1, yards, and 
the Richmond began blazing away, firing five 
rounds from each gun ot her starboard battery. 
What is known as “individual practice” was the 
method adopted in this case, and no shot was 
fired by a second gun until the one ahead had 
fired her five shots. This gave the gun Captains 
a fine chance to base their improvement on the 
experience of those ahead of them, and the re- 
sult, both in accuracy and celerity, showed a 
marked change for the better over any previous 
practice. 

While this was going on from the ships the 
three-inch rifled howitzers and their crews were 
embarked in launches, and target firing was had 
with them, barrels being set up on the beach at 
500 yards’ distance, and the g taking place 
trom the boats at anchor. As the water was 
more or less rough it was difticult to calculate 
the exact instant for pulling the lock string, 
which gave an excellent opportunity for the ex- 
ercise of the judgment of the gun Captains. 

The companies of the brigade were then land- 
ed and exercised at skirmish firing, the target 
being iron frames covered with canvas, repre- 
senting men standing, kneeling, and lying down. 
The percentages made, as compared to those 
given in Blunt’s work on this subject, were re- 
markably good, more especially so as this was 
the first attempt at this kind of firing the major- 
ity of menever made. Firing with the gatling 
gun mounted on the steam launches wae anoth- 
er feature of the practice, the launch being un- 
der way, steaming toward the target at full 
speed and around it in a circle. 

The weather has been the worst possible for 
exercise of this nature, no end of fog with fresh 
winds, rain, and lumpy sea, so that in the limited 
stay of the squadron the entire programme can 
hardly be carried out.

TWO FEDERAL FLAGS. 

New-ORLEANS, June 24.—While there is 
so much talk about returning battle flags, it 
may be remarked that two Federal flags are on 
exhibition in the armory of the Continental 
Guards, in this city, trophies of the prowess of 
that command in the civil war. One is a flag 
which floated in front of the headquarters of 
Gen. Prentiss on the field of Shiloh on April 6, 
1862. The Continentals, under Capt. John Q. 


Fleming, formed part of the Eleventh Louisiana, 
and, in charging, found themselves drawn up 
in front of the Federal General’s headquarters. 
The flag was mounted on a sapling, which First 
Sergt. Charles Sebastian ascended in the midst 
of aheavy fire. He tore the flag from its fasten- 
ing, but while descending he was wounded in 
the leg and fell to the ground. He preserved 
his prize, however, andin October, 18381, it was 
presented to the Continentals. The second flag 
was captured at Belmont by Mr. A. D. Finlay, a 
member of the Continental Guards. It belonged 
to an Iowa Regiment, but which one is not 
shown on the flag itself.

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SIGNED BY THE GOVERNOR 


TWENTY-SIX NEW LAWS OX 
THE STATUTE BOOK. 
‘GOV. HILL EXPLAINS WHERE HE ene 


ON THE LIQUOR QUESTION AND TAL 
ABOUT RETRENCHMENT. 


ALBANY, June 24.—Goy, Hill added 26 
new laws to the statute book to-day.. The 30 
days allowed him for the consideration of meas- 
ures left in his hands at the adjournment of the 
Legislature will expire to-morrow, and from the 
present indications about 150 bills will then re-« 
main unsigned in the pigeon holes of the Execu- 
tive Chamber. Among the measures approved 
to-day was the act regulating the sale of liquors 
in quantities of five gallons or upward. After 
vetoing the important excise acts of the session, 
Mr. Hill has approved of this one of minor value, 
and sends forth with it a memorandum in which 
he endeavors to explain where he stands on the 
liquor question. He says: 


“The act carries out the Eptoctpie of local option, 
It is in accordance with the doctrine of home rule. 
It permits each locality, to determine for itself 
whether there shall be ang wholesale a3 well as re. 
tail liquor selling within its borders. Under exist- 
ing laws the poe of hquors in quantities of five 
gallons and upward is not regulated or prohibited 
nor is any license required therefor. This bill 
merely changes such laws by prohibiting wholesale 
liquor selling in these localities only where there 
are no licenses whatever nted. It seems reason- 
able that in those places where the temperance sen- 
timent is so strong that no licenses for retail liquor 
selling are desired to be granted that they 
should. also have the porte and option 
of forbidding sales by the wholesale, which 
is the purport and effect of this bill The measure 
applies to the whole State, and is uniform in its 
operation. Itdoes not make any unfair discrimina- 

ons. It recognizes the democratic principle that 
the ple of each locality may regulate their own 
local concerns in their own w@y, and affirms the 
theory of local self-government reference to ex: 
cise a8 well as other matters. Neither does. it de 
any injustice to any interest that requires protec 
tion. it does not assume to divert any revenues 
which properly belong to the locality aifected, nor 
does it seek to transfer such revenues to the Sta 
which would not be appropriately entitled to them, 
but leaves andisturbed existing provisions in 
reference to the granting of licenses. 

“It may not be inopportune in this connection to 
suggest that if all excise legislation attempted dur- 
ing the past Winter had m based on the fair, 
equitable, and salutary principles recognized in this 
measure there might tiave been something accom- 
plished in behalf of temperance, good government, 
and true reform. When undertaken in the right 
spirit, and not merely for the accomplishment o 

artisan purposes, there is no substantial gms | 
n framing just and proper, as well as libe 
excise laws, which shall afford ample security ta 
every interest, and at the same time recognize the 
growing sentiment in favor of more effectively 
checking intemperance and restraining its evils. It 
is needless to suggest that such laws should be 
fair and equitable in their provisions and 
uniform in their operation. They should provide 
that licenses should be granted by the local authori 
ties, and not otherwise, and all the revenues derived 
therefrom, whether called fees or taxes, or by what- 
ever name they may be called, should belong to the 
localities under whose authority the licenses are 
granted. The sums exacted should be reasonable in 
amount, so long as the granting of licenses prevails 
as the general policy of the State, and the minimum 
license fee fixed by statute should be uniform, while 
the maximum sum, if not also definitely fixed (and 
unless it be found impracticable and jess satisfac- 
tory to have the same based upon the amount 
of Dusiness done and graded proportionately, which 
would surely always render it fair and equitable) 
might then be left to the discretion of the local an- 
thorities everywhere, thereby exemplifying the ex- 
ample of home rule and enabling any locality desir- 
ing to imposea higher license fee than the uniferm 
minimum one to have the privilege of doing so, 
Thereby the policy of local option is sustaimed, the 
principle of home rule is illustrated, and the respon- 
sibility for a moderate or @ high license is thrown 
upon each locality which is to be benefited, injured, 

the course which it itself adopts. 
Sucn legislation, if carefally and intelligently 
framed, would, itis believed, prove reasonably sat- 
isfactory, and, while violating no just policy or prop- 
er principle of taxation, would enable public senti- 
ment upon the liquor question to manifest itself in 
accordance with the desires of a majority of the 
people of each community.” 


The Governor deprives Chariton T. Lewis of 
atatfee by vetoing the item of $6,000in the 
Supplementary pogery bill for services of coun- 
seltothe Senate Committee on Taxation and 
Retrenchment, fees of -stenographers and wit 
nesses, traveling expenses, and stationary dur- 
ing 1886-and 1887. disapproving of the ap- 
propriation Mr. Hill says: 

“The employment of coungel and stenographers 
by legislative committees from time to time, and 
especially during the recess of the Legislature, is an 
expensive and unsatisfactory system, andinevitabiy 
leads toabuses. Lawyers and stenographers are apt 
to solicit such empfoyment and thus induce commit- 
tees to make engagements which their own good 
sense repudiates. It is possible that such services 
have been honorably engaged and performed in good 
faith. In this particular case no intimation to the 
contrary is intended to be made, and individual in- 
justice may result from ——— for the services 
rendered. But the Executive has no way of 
checking such loose methods and of enfore- 
ing the adoption of a more regular and 
economical system, except by refusing 
Executive approval of 6 pgp for the pay- 
ment thereof. The resuits of the work of this Sen- 
ate committee aad its counsel, as shown in the crude, 
imperfect, and ill-digested legislation of the past 
Winter, do not justify the expenditure of the large 
sum appropriated by this bill therefor. 

“Tt is understood that this committee proposes te 
continue its sittings during the present recess with 
similar employments. In my judgment this is a 
wholly Mie Hatem as 5 or and I know of no 
more effective method of expressing my disapproval 
thereof than by striking out this item.” 

Several Brooklyn bills were signed, among 
them being Senator Griswold’s bill regulatin, 
the Board of Public Instruction, the Gravesen 
sewer bill, and an appropriation of $50,000 for 
the Forty-seventh Regiment armory.

TWENTY BOARDERS ROBBED. 
Cuicaco, June 24.—The police are invese 
tigating one of the boldest burglaries brough{ to 
their notice in a longtime. On Tuesday night 
a@ big boarding house at 764 Clybourn-avenue 
was raided and 20 boarders were chloroformed 


and robbed. The thieves went into the rooms 
by meane of pincers and false keys, and after 
chloroferming the se boarders robbed 
them at their leisure. The boarders are mostly 
employes of a street railway company—conduct- 
ors and: drivers—and nearly all of them are early 
risers. They are awakened ordinarily by alarm 
clocks, but on Wednesday morning they did not 
get up until they were aroused by servants somes 
hours after they ought to have been at work, 
It required a good deal of shaking and calling to 
rouse some of them. All complained of violent 
headaches, and then discovered they had been 
chloroformed and robbed. ‘ The robbers evident- 
ly did their work hurriedly, as they did not take 
time to find the bank rolls of the conductors, 
amounting to several hundred dollars. The 
value of the plunder secured aggregates severag 
hundred dollars.
